In an important open letter printed 
and mailed by the Jewel Tea Company, 
Prof. Philip Cabot, of Harvard, writes: 

“Our social morale was never 
Awake, so low as it is today... . This 
America! mation must wake from its 

long sleep and face the future 
with new resolution. We need new 
leadership; leadership which really be- 
lieves in the ideals of the republic, and 
has the courage to fight for them; and 
leadership with great administrative 
ability.” 

Dr. Cabot says: “No honest and clear- 
sighted person can deny that the whole 
fabric of our civilization is threatened 
with annihilation. . . . Unless America 
can wake up soon and is willing to face 
these disagreeable truths, we are lost.” 

This good man is but one voice of 
many calling, “America, awake!” How 
difficult it is to arouse our people! Ease, 
self-indulgence, love of money and of 
pleasure have all been soporifics for the 
American conscience. Read the story 
of the fall of France and see things 
which obtain today in our society. 

The apostle Paul understood human 
nature very well and in one of his ex- 
hortations he cries, “Awake, thou that 
sleepest, and arise from the dead” (Eph. 
5:14). Sometimes a sleeper is awakened 
only to go back to sleep again, like the 
person setting the alarm clock at night. 
When the alarm goes off in the morning, 
he gets up just long enough to shut it 
off, and then back to sleep he goes. So 
Paul says not only, “awake,” but “arise.” 

We would say, “Americans, awake and 
arise! You are in grave danger, but the 
mere recognition of danger will not make 
you safe from it. Do something and do 
it now.” Every Christian must pray for 
the overthrow of the destructive and dis- 
integrating forces at work in our land, 
and every Christian must vote to the 
same end.

Almost without comment we would like

Here is 
the quotation: 

“The Jesus of history is one thing; 
the Christ of faith is another. Jesus 
is the historic fact of more or less sig- 
nificance, depending on historical in- 
vestigation; Christ is an invention of 
the early Church. Jesus may be ex- 
plained on psychological grounds, and 
Christ on sociological, and the whole 
has meaning primarily as a historical 
case study in individual and social be- 
haviorism.” 


The second should be presented in a 
photo, for it is a frescoe on the wall of 
the library of a great American uni- 
versity. This university, by the way, was 
founded by the gifts and sacrifices of 
Christians. The frescoe comes to a great 
“spiritual” climax in one which portrays 
a huge “Christ” figure with an axe in 
his hand and with a stack of religious 
symbols in back of him and scattered 
around him. The catalogue says, “Here 
a militant Christ figure is shown, axe in 
hand, and his cross at his feet, symbolical 
of an aroused and aggressive spiritual- 
ity. He stands against a great junk heap 
in which appears the destroyed symbols 
of antiquated creeds and the confining 
forms of all religions.” But here is the 
tragedy and the blasphemy—the cross 
has been cut down. The stump of it 
stands, but the cross is prostrate, evi- 
dently as one of the “destroyed symbols 
of antiquated creeds.” 

The third exhibit is a British news- 
paper report of something George Ber- 
nard Shaw said: 

“If Christianity is to survive among 
thoughtful people, the ancient and in- 
fernal superstition of atonement by 


blood sacrifice must be completely got 
rid of.” 


Number four in the exhibits would be 
the quotation from Dr. Albert Einstein, 
who in a paper read before four hundred 
professors at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America (New York), said 
that theologians must give up the idea 
of a personal God. However, Einstein 
does say a good word for religion. Re- 
ligion without God! Think of that! 

And now the proper climax is reached 
in the experience of a member of the 
Moody Bible Institute faculty, who, while 
speaking in a certain city, met a young 
man who was taking some graduate work 
in a “divinity school.” This young man 
said that practically all of the theological 
students in that school both smoke and 
drink, and that cursing could be heard 
when the students were going through 
the corridors. The young man told of 
how a student came to his room and said, 
“Well, I guess I'll have to buy a Bible. 
It looks as*if I’ll need one, and I have 
never owned one.” 

We confess there are tears in our eyes 
and a sigh in our heart as we write this 
editorial. God pity America! It looks 
as if we are about to reap in tragedy for 
our sowing of unbelief. See the sad 
retrogression in these paragraphs. No 
Christ! No cross! No God! No Bible! 
And on every hand the fruit of unbelief 
in profanity and sensuality and sordid 
sin! O God, give America a spiritual 
awakening before it is too late!

Not long ago, we heard Rev. Jacob 
Gartenhaus, who heads Jewish missions 
for the Southern Baptist Convention, 

: say, “We have had more 
Jewish Jewish conversions to 
Evangelization Christ during the past 

year than in the preced- 
ing ten years.” 

In the September issue of the peri- 
odical, Southern Baptist Home Missions, 
we find a splendid article by Mr. Garten- 
haus on the theme, “Are Missions to the 
Jews a Failure?” His answer is a 
hearty, “No!” 


There are too many professed Chris- 
tians who feel that we have no right 
to go to the Jew with our gospel. “The 
Jew has his religion, let him alone,” is 
the cry. Mr. Gartenhaus answers that 
by quoting the late Bishop George Craig 
Stewart. (It is interesting that both 
Bishop Stewart and Mr. Gartenhaus are 
former students of the Moody Bible In- 
stitute.) 
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The statement is: 
“It is amazing that in our consider- 
ation of the ever-present problem of 
the Jew, we of the Christian faith are 
so remiss in pressing the one obvious 
solution—which is the conversion of 
the Jew to Christianity; not by perse- 
cution, but by treating him exactly as 
we would treat any other non-Chris- 
tian.” 

In answer to the Jewish objection to 
the presentation of the gospel to the 
Jew, Mr. Gartenhaus quotes an unnamed 
American rabbi thus: 

“The intelligent Jew knows that the 
entire missionary idea is borrowed 
from Judaism and the motive behind 
it is admirable. The sincere Christian 
who feels that by virtue of the ad- 
monition of Jesus it is his duty to share 
Christianity with his fellow men, is 
only displaying genuine loyalty to his 
faith.” 

Not in condescension or in any mere 
spirit of tolerance should we go to the 
Jew with our gospel, but with a heart 
of love. He has experienced enough of 
the world’s hatred. Let us now show 
him the love of Christ released 
through us. 
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How meaningful is this phrase from 
Philippians 3:20 as translated by Mof-

Heaven” Near East. You saw around 


you a reproduction of the 
homeland—same customs, same lan- 
guage, the same pictures of Mussolini 
adorning walls.

Are you a Christian? Do you belong 
to that company which says, “Our citi- 
zenship is in heaven”? Then much of 
its atmosphere should be upon us. Our 
lives should more and more express the 
ideals, even the customs, of the home- 
land. 

Christmas Evans, the old-time Welsh 
preacher, saw one of the members of 
his church come from a cheap play- 
house. When the preacher rebuked him 
he said, “But I don’t do it often, and 
only do it for the change.” Said the 
preacher, “Would you go to a pig trough 
for a change?” : 

The Christian is a child of the King. 
His conduct and character—day in and 
day out—should be kingly. Before all 
of us should be the fact-ideal, “We are 
a colony of heaven.”

Another useful servant of the Lord 
has been called from the earthly sphere 
of service. Mel Trotter, widely known 

evangelist, went to be with the 


Mel Lord on September 11. 

Trotter Mel was a “down-and-outer” 
when the Lord saved him back 

in 1897. He had been kicked out of a 


low dive of a saloon in Chicago, and 
started for Lake Michigan, feeling in his 
drunken condition there was nothing 
left but suicide. Tom Mackey, himself 
a saved drunkard, pushed him through 
the door of the old Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion. That night under the message 
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and invitation of Harry Monroe, he met 
Christ and was saved. What a wonder- 
ful Saviour! 

Mel Trotter lived a remarkably use- 
ful life. For twenty months during the 
World War he preached to the soldiers 
in army camps, facing some half million 
of them, and seeing about fifteen thou- 
sand publicly confess Christ. During 
the years he carried on a great mission 
in Grand Rapids, Mich., and in addition, 
gave much time to evangelism. 

When the British committee of the 
D. L. Moody Centenary asked the Moody 
Bible Institute to send some American 
evangelists to Great Britain for meetings 
in commemoration of the centenary, the 
Institute chose Mel Trotter and Dr.

tian Church is faced with an in- 

creasingly important responsibil- 

ity; namely, the evangelization of 
the Jew. In His great commission to 
the Church our Lord said, “Ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth” (Acts 
1:8). This was the method employed by 
the apostles, but the Church has been 
neglecting this phase of evangelism for 
centuries. However, the Jew is beginning 
to realize that the Christian is a friend, 
and it is the duty of the Church to en- 
courage that friendship. 

While attending Bible school and sem- 
inary, I took up personal work with the 
Jews. I have been doing this now for 
ten years. I can say from personal ex- 
perience that the Jew today is far more 
receptive to the gospel than ever before 
in the annals of the Church’s history. 

The difficulties of this task are varied, 
mostly perhaps, because the Jews have 


T ODAY as never before, the Chris- 
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been taught that the words “Christian” 
and “Gentile” are synonymous. When 
you approach them for Christ, they 
imagine you are trying to give them a 
Gentile religion. Furthermore, every 
Jew, whether a merchant, tailor, dentist, 
physician, attorney, or rabbi, has a dif- 
ferent question to ask and presents a 
different problem to the worker. The 
question which he raises must be an- 
swered immediately. Should it remain 
unanswered at that time, the worker may 
as well leave. By all means, if a ques- 
tion is asked and you cannot answer at 
the time, admit it. You will be respected 
for your honesty. In the meantime, seek 
the answer, and report at your earliest 
convenience. 

In a church audience, if the pastor 
makes a statement which may not be 
quite clear, people will wait until after 
the service to inquire of the pastor, that 
is, if they still remember the question. 
Whatever they agree with and under- 
stand they accept, and permit the rest 


to go until further enlightenment. Not 
so with the Jew. Whenever he hears 
something he does not understand, the 
remainder of the discussion means 
nothing, until such a time as the problem 
presented is answered. This outstanding 
peculiarity in work among the Jews is 
seldom realized by the average Christian 
worker. This enterprise is different from 
any other missionary activity. 

A worker may be well equipped and 
trained to meet a Gentile, but may prove 
a miserable failure when facing Israelites. 
Often people come to me, saying, “I 
wish I could do what you are doing. 
How would you advise me to approach 
these people?” “I have felt called to 
do this work. What shall I do?” Un- 
doubtedly, these statements are the ex- 
pressions of zealous hearts, although I 
have met with some sad and bitter re- 
sults due to the intrusion of some un- 
wise and uninformed people. Not know- 
ing the Jewish trend of mind, they let 
their zeal carry them away. 

Every Jew has an individual mind and 
an original question to ask. Even though 
I have been in the work for nearly ten 
years, I still hear questions that I have 
never heard before or seen discussed in 
tracts. To those who are enlightened by 
the Holy Spirit, most of the questions 
sound foolish. But to the Jew they pre- 
sent a real difficulty, and therefore are 
important. 
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Furthermore, bear in mind that if there 
is anything a Jew will look for above 
all else, even above wisdom, wealth, or 
fame, it will be love and sincerity, espe- 
cially love. Let me further add, you need 
not waste your breath by saying, “Mr. 
Garfinkle, I sincerely love you.” If you 
really possess a Christlike love for the 
house of Jacob, Mr. Garfinkle will per- 
ceive it without your boasting of it. 

Now, someone may say, “How is it 
possible to love that old Jew, that crook?” 
Of course, there are Jews who use un- 
scrupulous methods in business dealings, 
but this is not a maxim for the whole 
race. Remember, “not every Jew is a 
crook, and not every crook is a Jew.” 
You may satisfy your curiosity in this re- 
spect by paying a visit to the county, 
state, and federal prisons, and by ask- 
ing the warden what percentage of the 
inmates are Jewish. 


[ pO noT say that you should 
love the Jew because he is a Jew, neither 
because he comes from one of the most 
ancient peoples. My reason for bidding 
Christians everywhere to love the Jew 
and to pray for his salvation is because 
“to them pertaineth the adoption, the 
glory, and the covenants, and the giving 
of the law, and the service of God, and 
the promises; whose are the fathers, 
and of whom as concerning the flesh 
Christ came, who is over all, God blessed 
forever” (Rom. 9:4, 5). 

Before answering your question, “What 
shall I do?” permit me to suggest what 
not to do. 

1. Do not carry a Bible under your 
arm or have one exposed in your coat 
pocket. As soon as Jews see a man ap- 
proaching them with a Bible, instantly 
the thought, “Christian,” comes to their 
minds. Generally speaking, they im- 
mediately cross their fingers, because 
your definition and theirs of a Christian 
are entirely dissimilar. Acquaint your- 
self with the plan of salvation so thor- 
oughly that you will not need to resort 
to the showing of the Bible. Study Mes- 
sianic prophecy and fulfillment, and 
prophecy concerning the restoration of 
Israel to the place of promise and bless- 
ing. Hide the Word of God in your heart 
(Ps. 119:11). 

2. Do not hold out foremost the res- 
toration of Israel to the place of promise 
and blessing, not because it is not a 
reliable hope, but because in our day 
this doctrine is not paramount. Neither 
is it the Church’s job to do this. “But 
we believe that through the grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, we [the Jews] shall 
be saved, even as they [the Gentiles]” 
(Acts 15:11). Today’s message is the 
gospel, “how that [Messiah] died for our 
sins according to the scriptures; and that 
he was buried, and that he rose again 
the third day according to the scrip- 
tures” (I Cor. 15:3, 4). 

3. Do not use the New Testament titles 
of Christ in dealing with a Jew. Instead 
use the Old Testament titles, e.g., Mes- 
siah, Redeemer, King of Israel, Mediator. 
The reason for this is to impress upon 
his mind that Jesus is a Jew. If you 
use the New Testament titles, it makes 
Him appear as a Gentile to them. An 
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Israelite may often use the name of Jesus 
Christ while speaking. Let him do so, 
but you continue using the Old Testa- 
ment titles, in order that he may per- 
ceive that the Messiah is our Lord and 
Saviour, and that Messiah and Jehovah 
are one. 

4. Should you personally visit a pri- 
vate residence or an Office, or some other 
place of business, do not divulge your 
purpose to the individual responding. 
Simply ask, “Is Mr. Levinsky here?” 
Should you receive a negative reply, 
do not begin to speak about Christ or 
religion to the attendant or person ad- 
dressed, and do not hand a tract, a 
Gospel of John, or any other literature 
on the subject of your intended mission 
to him. If you are asked, “Why did you 
want to see him? Is there any message 
that I may deliver?” simply say that 
you have some private business to dis- 
cuss and will call later. Then endeavor 
to find out when it will be convenient 
to meet your prospect. Should you hand 
the attendant a piece of Christian liter- 
ature, you would be unveiling your pur- 
pose and identity, and would remove the 
possibility of interviews in the future, 
either for yourself or some other Chris- 
tian worker. 

5. Do not use the words “mission” or 
“missionary” during an interview. Jews 
have been taught not to use those words 
in their common parlance, and have 
biased opinions or conceptions of them. 
You may be asked, “Are you a mission- 
ary?” I have been asked that question 
many times. And should you just make 
occasional visits, or approach your 
neighborhood grocer or tailor, you must 
really specify that you are a missionary. 
In fact, every Christian ought to be a 
missionary, not merely to the Jew, to 
the African, the Chinese, or those in 
other fields, but as Jesus said, “Go home 
to thy friends, and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee, and 
hath had compassion on thee” (Mark 
5:19). I believe this verse alone should 
encourage every Christian to be a mis- 
sionary. 


Bus when you are confront- 
ed with the question from a Jew whether 
you are a missionary, say to him, “If 
you will tell me what you think a mis- 
sionary is, I shall be glad to tell you if 
I am one or not.” Often I have heard, 
“A missionary is one sent out by the 
church to make Gentiles out of the Jews.” 
Another definition is, “A missionary is 
one who endeavors to make the Jew 
turn his back upon the Old Testament.” 
Or, “A missionary is one who anticipates 
the objective of the Jew’s forgetting his 
racial background.” ‘You can readily re- 
spond with a negative reply to the above 
definitions. 

These definitions are indeed foreign 
to the cause of Christian missions to the 
Jews. As a Christian missionary to the 
Jews, I believe in the plenary inspira- 
tion of the Old Testament along with 
the New Testament. Both are equally 
the Word of God, inspired and God- 
breathed. “God, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners spake in times 
past unto the fathers by the prophets, 


hath in these last days spoken unto us 
by his Son” (Heb. 1:1, 2). 


A: TIMES, after putting my 
question to Jews as to their definition 
of a Christian missionary, the answer 
would be, “It is the business of the mis- 
sionary to make a Christian out of the 
Jew.” This is true. However, after ask- 
ing their definition of a Christian, I 
found it was merely a synonym for Gen- 
tile. Hence, again I could give a negative 
reply, but I had an excellent opportunity 
to tell them what a Christian really is. 

My definition would be, a missionary 
is a messenger sent by God to proclaim 
God’s message to all who will hear. An 
excellent Old Testament illustration is 
the prophet Jonah. 

6. The Christian worker, seeking the 
conviction of the Jew concerning the 
Messiah, almost invariably faces the 
challenge, “Let us alone. We do not do 
any evangelizing among the Christians 
to make Jews out of them, so why try 
and make Christians out of us?” I must 
confess that in my experience I have 
never been approached by a Jew and 
asked to become a proselyte. It may be 
said truthfully, that Judaism carries no 
missionary budget or program in order 
to reach other people or creeds outside 
of their own. 

Humanly speaking, this request to let 
them alone has immense weight and 
does provoke some earnest thought. Mis- 
sions would have to be discontinued if 
they were of human origin, but missions 
are a divine institution. All we can say 
is what Peter and John said to the 
temple officers, “Whether it be right in 
the sight of God to hearken unto you 
[mankind] more than unto God, judge 
ye. For we cannot but speak the things 
which we have seen and heard” (Acts 
4:19, 20). 

7. Should you have in mind to visit 
Max Bolinsky, do not distribute tracts in 
the immediate neighborhood. If you do, 
you will be termed a missionary. Per- 
chance, Max Bolinsky may invite you 
into his home out of courtesy. The news 
will go around the community that Max 
Bolinsky has just received a missionary 
into his home. There may be an added 
remark that he is leaning toward Chris- 
tianity. Unwittingly, by dispersing tracts 
in the immediate neighborhood, you will 
make it more difficult to approach him 
on some later occasion or to approach 
someone else in the same community, 
because everyone will be on the watch. 
Next to love and sincerity, the most im- 
portant asset in Jewish work is diplomacy 
and confidence. 

8. Avoid arguments. You may be well 
versed, insomuch that you can challenge 
the outstanding rabbinical professor and 
win the debate, but always ask yourself 
this question, “If I win the debate, will 
I be winning the opposer?” This is a 
solemn question and a most important 
one. As soon as the conversation becomes 
argumentative, let it be known that all 
you desired was a heart-to-heart talk, 
and that you are very sorry if you have 
offended. Your prospect will see by this 
statement that you are a friend.

ET us first consider the so-called 

problem of the historicity of Jesus: 

Was He, or was He not, a historic 

person? Did He actually exist and 
walk the earth, or was He a legendary 
figure who never existed outside the brain 
of some gifted dreamers? If His story is 
but the narrative of dreamers, who were 
those dreamers? First and foremost, the 
Gospel writers. 

The question is bound to face us, how 
was it that these Gospel scribes, obvious- 
ly simple men, untutored and unschooled, 
some even writing a somewhat ungram- 
matical Greek, never distinguished be- 
fore by any literary works—how was it 
that these semiliterate authors some- 
how produced what is the sublimest 
masterpiece of literature? In all their ele- 
mentary simplicity, they presented a 
type of character never approached, and 
certainly not once equaled, by any of the 
literary giants, of any age. What a stu- 
pendous wonder! It makes the riddle 
of Christ not less, but even greater. Very 
appropriately it has been said, that for 
the Gospel writers to be capable of in- 
venting the figure of Christ would re- 
quire that they themselves be a gallery 
of Christs. 

In fact, the problem of the historicity 
of Jesus has become a historical curi- 
osity and is no longer a true problem. 
No recognized authority nowadays seri- 
ously brings into question the historic 
existence of Jesus. We Jews have been 
the most obstinate opponents of Christi- 
anity. For us the convenient thing would 
have been to deny that Jesus ever lived. 
However, Jewish scholarship has com- 
pletely given up the attempt to think 
Jesus out of existence. 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, in speaking to 
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. . . Since leading minds in Jewry today are willing 
to admit that Jesus was a prophet, they cannot 
escape the conclusion that He was what He Himself 


his congregation on “A Jew’s View of 
Jesus,” declared that Jesus is no myth 
and that He should be accepted as a 
teacher of Israel. 

Dr. Joseph Klausner, 2 professor in the 
National Hebrew University at Jerusalem, 
one of the greatest living Hebraists and 
conservative historians, wrote in Jesus of 
Nazareth: “Jews must recognize the 
historical Jesus, the Jewish Jesus, the 
Jesus who could have arisen out of none 
other than Jewish surroundings.” 

Finally, we shall cite none other than 
Albert Einstein, whose name is synony- 
mous with modern science. In the Satur- 
day Evening Post of October 26, 1929, 
there is recorded an interview with the 
pre-eminent scientist. 

“To what extent,” Einstein was asked, 
“are you influenced by Christianity?” 

“As a child,” he replied, “I received in-

said He was." 


struction both in the Bible and in the 
Talmud. I am a Jew, but I am enthralled 
by the luminous figure of the Nazarene.” 

“You accept the historical existence of 
Jesus?” 

“Unquestionably. No one can read the 
Gospels without feeling the actual pres- 
ence of Jesus. His personality pulsates 
in every word. No myth is filled with such 
life. How different, for instance, is the 
impression which we receive from an 
account of the legendary heroes of an- 
tiquity, like Theseus. Theseus and other 
heroes of this type lack the authentic 
vitality of Jesus. 

“No man,” Einstein concluded, “can 
deny the fact that Jesus existed, or that 
His sayings are beautiful. Even if some 
of them have been said before, no one 
has expressed them as divinely as He.” 

Thus we see that even from the Jewish 
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side, the question of the historic existence 
of Jesus is now answered overwhelmingly 
in the affirmative. That Jesus was is no 
longer seriously debated. The point at is- 
sue is not whether He was, but who He 
was. The debate, shutting off all second- 
ary phases, is converging upon the one 
and only central question, Was Jesus of 
Nazareth the Christ, the Saviour, the 
Messiah “of whom Moses in the law, and 
the prophets, did write” (John 1:45) ? Was 
He, or was He not, the God-man whom 
the Christian world has worshiped for 
nineteen centuries as the Deity incar- 
nate? 


TMene TO THE ATTEMPT to 
think Jesus out of existence, by reducing 
Him to the shadow of a legendary fig- 
ure, came a very persistent effort, set 
afoot by the higher critics, to make Christ 
the product of Paul’s invention. The 
whole thing was merely Paul’s doing, 
they claimed. 

Their argument is that a “Pharisee of 
Pharisees,” who had fiercely persecuted 
the first disciples of the Nazarene, took 
it upon himself to make Jesus into a 
God. 

We know Paul belonged to the highest 
hierarchy in Jerusalem. Why should he 
have decided to deify a carpenter out of 
Galilee, a workman who died as a felon, 
convicted and hung upon a tree between 
two robbers? Why did he not rather 
make himself into a God if he were so 
clever in God-making? 

Yes, that’s the question. Why did not 
Paul make himself into a God instead of 
somebody else? As men count training 
and position, he was of an incomparably 
superior rank to the “forgotten carpen- 
ter,” and therefore humanly speaking, it 
should have been infinitely easier to 
catapult himself into the height of divin- 
ity. But, instead, an obscure workman, 
belonging to a small and insignificant na- 
tion, is picked up and presented to a 
world of power and reason (Rome and 
Athens) as God come to earth, as God 
incarnate, as God-man! And the erudite 
legalism of the Roman empire and the 
deep wisdom of Greece were swept away 
by the shadow of a mangled figure on a 
cross! A despised Jew, rejected even by 
His own, hung on a tree, arose, and be- 
strode all corners of the earth as the 
King of kings! 

And who had contrived this schemé? 
Just Paul! Precisely the very man who 
had ferociously fought against the first 
disciples of Jesus, hounding them into 
prisons and even having them stoned to 
death. This man Paul, suddenly con- 
verted and going beyond the claims of 
Jesus Himself and of His disciples, who 
believed Him to be only a prophet and 
no more; this, His bitterest persecutor, 
turned around and made Jesus into some- 
thing beyond His own dreams—into a 
God! 

Thus, to summarize the foregoing, first 
came the attempt to think Jesus out of 
existence, and then arrived the theory of 
Paul’s apotheosis, or deification of Jesus. 
The denial of the existence of Jesus has 
itself gone out of existence. The fact of 
Jesus stands triumphant and unassailed. 
The time is also approaching when the 
theory of Paul’s responsibility for the

endowment of Jesus with the attributes 
of God will be placed on a par with the 
denial of the historicity of Jesus, as too 
absurd to be entertained by earnest 
thinkers and logically-minded men. Then 
the day will break for the only true and 
right answer to the most momentous 
question of all time, “What think ye of 
Christ?” 

A true approach to this question is to 
ascertain what Jesus said about Him- 
self. But here again the higher critics 
complicate the matter. According to 
them, Jesus neither said nor did any- 
thing exceeding the narrow range of their 
naturalistic-humanistic conceptions of 
reality. And what about the miracles, so 
plainly and graphically recorded? 

“Throw them out of the text of the 
Gospel narratives. They are but inter- 
polations by later rehashers, pious frauds! 
Throw out the miracle stories. They are 
an insult to human rationality!” shout 
in a chorus the savants of higher ration- 
alistic criticism. 

“Throw out the apocalyptic sayings of 
Jesus—all those stark ravings of the dire 
calamities of the end time! They are an 
insult to the constructive intelligence of 
a progressive society. They could not 
possibly be spoken by the gracious Master 
who gave us the beatitudes. The gospel 
of Jesus radiates only light and sweet- 
ness!” in crooning voices pipe the honey- 
dripping preachers of modernism. 

And then, drowning all these humani- 
tarian voices, are heard the stentorian 
notes of the iron battalions of the prole- 
tarian godless: “Down with the Bible, 
the Church, and God! Down with the 
intellectual prostitutes of religiosity! 
Liquidate all the Bible professors! Re- 
ligion is the opiate of the people!” 

Thus, by a gradation of steps, higher 
criticism marches on to its own doom 
in atheistic God-hatred. It begins with 
a denial of the open tomb, and ends with 
a burial in a ditch dug by its own hands. 
The critics tear the Bible to shreds, and 
each one throws out what displeases him. 
And in the end, when the process of 
criticism is completed, there is nothing 
left for the critics to criticize. 

Now, what about this “throwing out” 
of this or that part of the Bible as un- 
authentic? It simply cannot be done. 
If one section is thrown out, any num- 
ber of other sections of even greater im- 
portance should be thrown out on no less 
critically valid grounds. Yet no book has 
the spirit of truth indwelling it so thor- 
oughly and undeniably. Without ques- 
tion the greatest of all books, the Bible 
not only contains many mysteries, but is 
itself a very strange mystery. It is the 
book of truth. It reveals more truths 
than any other book, and reaches a 
greater height and depth in the revela- 
tion of the human heart, mind, and soul 
than all other books put together. 

And this is the mystery! The critics 
have thrown out of the Bible nearly 
every important section, and yet it is 
manifestly the book of truth! What a 
paradox! A book of supreme truth and 
all compacted of falsehoods! How can 
that be? 


in, THANK GOD, even some of 
the great Bible critics are beginning to 
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show a more reverent attitude. And they 
do it on fundamentally rational grounds, 
from a more thorough study and a more 
humble realization of their human lim- 
itations. 

It is now being increasingly conceded 
that the Bible either stands or falls in 
its entirety; there is no half way about 
it. It is either a book of truth or a book 
of falsehoods. It cannot be a book of 
truth composed of falsehoods. 

So it is with the teachings of Jesus. 
They are a unit, bound together with un- 
breakable cords. Whatever Jesus ut- 
tered had in it such inner depth of unity, 
though often concealed from the eye or 
the mind, that if one paragraph of His 
thought is removed, the entire structure 
collapses. Man might as well attempt 
to remove from the universe one star 
without upsetting the equilibrium of the 
entire cosmos. All the stars and all the 
planets are bound together no more 
firmly than Jesus’ words. 

And what did He say about Himself? 

There are numerous indirect allusions 
by Jesus to His deity. In the nature of 
the circumstances, they could be none 
too explicit. If He had at once declared 
His deity in so many words, His mission 
would not have lasted three years or even 
three months. 

Among the indirect assertions may be 
cited the following: 

“T am the way, the truth, and the life: 
no man cometh unto the Father, but by 
me” (John 14:6). 

“T am the resurrection, and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live” (John 11:25). 

“Behold, I make all things new” (Rev. 
21:5). 


| om DID NOT SAY that He was 
teaching the truth, but that He was 
Truth, that is, the source of all truth. 
But no mere man can claim this. God 
alone is the Truth, and the source of 
all truth. So this is an undoubted, in- 
direct assertion of deity on the part of 
Jesus. 

That no man can come to the Father 
but through Him is also an assertion that 
He is superior to all mankind, and stands 
between man and God as the Mediator. 
But to mediate between two agents one 
must have the mind and nature of both. 
And Jesus says that He is the perfect 
Mediator (“no man cometh”), and there- 
fore He must combine most perfectly the 
natures of both man and God. And when 
He says that He makes all things “new,” 
who can make them really new except 
the One who first made them, i.e., the 
Creator? 

But now come the more direct state- 
ments: “And no man knoweth the Son, 
but the Father; neither knoweth any 
man the Father, save the Son” (Matt. 
17°27): , 

This obviously indicates a peculiar and 
unique relationship between the Father 
and the Son. Here Jesus denominates 
Himself as the Son in a special and ex- 
clusive connotation, beyond the general 
category of “the sons of God” or “the 
children of God.” If no one knows the 
Father but He, and no one knows Him 
but the Father, then the relationship be- 
tween the Father and the Son is one of 
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equality. Jesus in speaking these words 
declares Himself to be not less than an 
equal with the Father. 

Jesus also claims for Himself the first 
attribute of the Deity, i.e., pre-existence. 
He says: “Before Abraham was, I am” 
(John 8:58). “And now, O Father, glori- 
fy thou me with thine own self with the 
glory which I had with thee before the 
world was” (John 17:5). And more di- 
rectly: “He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father” (John 14:9). 

What can such a statement mean? It 


“can mean only that Jesus claimed to 


have been the manifest image of the 
Father; in other words, the incarnation 
of the Deity. 

But beyond all, rings His utterly super- 
human declaration, “I and my Father 
are one” (John 10:30). This leaves no 
iota of doubt as to what Jesus thought 
of Himself. He knew and declared Him- 
self to be Deity. He said as plainly as 
could be said that He was the God-man. 

By a less direct way affording a much 
greater mass of proof for establishing the 
contention that Jesus knew and declared 
Himself to be God, is His claims to the 
Messiahship. These claims were reiterat- 
ed by Him from His first message to His 
last. This was the burden of His mes- 
sage as a whole, namely, that He was 
the One “of whom Moses in the law, and 
the prophets, did write,” and that in Him 
the Scriptures (pertaining to the com- 
ing of the Messiah) have been fulfilled. 

Now with this established, that Jesus 
constantly declared Himself to be the 
Messiah, our next step is to establish 
what was the concept of the Messiah. 
Who was He supposed to be? God or 
man? 

Isaiah called the Messiah “the mighty 
God” (Isa. 9:6). Jeremiah disclosed that 
“his name whereby he shall be called: 
Jehovah our righteousness” (Jer. 23:6, 
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R.V.). But no man can bear the name 
of God! 

Moreover, the Messiah was to do away 
with all sin. He was to forgive all sins. 
But the one who is to forgive sins must 
necessarily be without sin. Yet no man 
is without sin, because “there is none 
that doeth good” (Ps. 14:1). Hence the 
Messiah could be none other than God 
incarnate in man. And when Jesus so 
persistently claimed to be the Messiah, He 
asserted Himself to be none other than 
God. 

To our mind the view of Jesus about 
Himself has the power of supremest 
authority. We reason on the basis of in- 
escapable logic. We proceed from a recog- 
nized premise which permits no other 
conclusion. That premise is the fact that 
outstanding Jews today are, in ever 
greater numbers, recognizing Jesus as a 
prophet of Israel, as the greatest of all 
the prophets, and even as greater than 
all the prophets together. 

Now proceeding from this that Jesus 
was a prophet of Israel, what can be 
done with His testimony of Himself? He 
persistently claimed to be the Messiah. 
He asserted that He and the Father are 
one. If He really was a prophet, it is 
absurd to consider Him a fraud, an im- 
postor, or a self-deluded fool. But the 
choice is one or the other: either He was 
a fraud, a self-infatuated egomaniac, and 
certainly not a prophet, or He was a 
prophet, and therefore He also was what 
He claimed to be when He said, “I and 
my Father are one.” 

Since leading minds in Jewry today 
are willing to admit that Jesus was a 
prophet, they cannot escape the con- 
clusion that He was what He Himself 
said He was. 

And now in conclusion, to indicate the 
source of our knowledge of the truth of

T is highly significant that the very 

same three words used to describe 

the work of God in the re-creation 

of the material world are used to de- 
scribe the origin of Israel. 

We have a repetition of the three He- 
brew words, barah (create), yatzar 
(form), asah (make), found in the first 
chapter of Genesis, which are used to 
describe the activities of God in His 
work of re-creating the material world. 
It can be no accident that a race of peo- 
ple and the material world are cast in the 
same mold. No other race of people en- 
joy such a unique distinction. That fact 
alone sets Israel apart and makes her ut- 
terly different from all other races of peo- 
ple. 

The first man Adam was created, and 
he alone enjoyed this distinction in the 
re-creation. Adam’s descendants are de- 
scribed merely as being born. The same 
power of self-propagation was given to 
our first parents as to the animal and 
vegetable kingdom, expressed in the oft 
repeated words, “after his kind.” 

This law of self-propagation runs 
smoothly in the human family until we 
come to the origin of the Jew, and here 
we find a notable exception. A natural 
law is set aside and a miracle is per- 
formed. Isaac, the first-born Jew, is a 
miracle. The Scriptures lay great empha- 
sis on the fact that the Jewish race had 
a miraculous origin. This is shown in 
a number of ways. 

No other person in the Scriptures, 
other than our Lord Himself, seems to 
have had so much said about his birth. 
Isaac is Israel’s first-born, and in the 
minute description given of his birth the 
inspired historian emphasizes again and 
again the fact that he had a miraculous 
birth (Gen. 17:15-19; 18:9-14; 21:1-7). 
Many centuries later, inspired writers in 
commenting on the birth of Isaac, laid 
great emphasis upon its miraculous fea- 
ture (Rom. 4:18-21; Heb. 11:11).

After reading the description of Isaac’s 
birth, we are able to understand better 
the words of the prophet, 

“But now thus saith the Lord that cre- 
ated thee, O Jacob, and he that formed 
thee, O Israel” (Isa. 43:1). 


‘bee MIRACULOUS ORIGIN OF Is- 
RAEL is again emphasized in the circum- 
stances surrounding the birth of their 
first-born. When a great truth is to be 
taught and emphasized, it is God’s way to 
set the stage for some dramatic action in 
connection with the teaching of that 
truth. God often allows a certain amount 
of “build-up” to precede the actual oc- 
currence. Israel’s history abounds with 
such instances. 

In bringing Israel out of Egypt, God 
allowed them first to undergo bitter per- 
secution that they might desire deliver- 
ance. He then visited ten great plagues 
upon their enemies while they quietly 
stood by as witnesses. Having made Is- 
rael willing to follow His leadership, He 
allowed them to be penned up against 
the Red Sea with no possible way of es- 
cape except through the narrow pass 
through which they had just come. He 
then permitted the Egyptians to occupy 
this pass which made Israel as helpless 
before their enemies as a flock of sheep 
in a pen. Under this very dramatic set- 
ting, God opened a path through the 
Red Sea so that Israel could pass through 





dry shod, while the Egyptians were held 
back by a thick darkness. He then de- 
stroyed the Egyptians in the very path 
that provided an escape for Israel. The 
result was that on one side of the Red 
Sea Israel loudly murmured and com- 
plained against God because of their lit- 
tle confidence in His power to deliver, 
and on the other side of the sea they 
joyfully sang, 

“I will sing unto the Lord, for he hath 
triumphed gloriously: the horse and his 
rider hath he thrown into the sea. The 
Lord is my strength and song, And he is 
become my salvation” (Exod. 15:1, 2). 


£. ANOTHER TIME when Israel 
was in a very low spiritual state, God al- 
lowed Ahab, her king, to marry Jezebel, a 
wicked heathen woman. He then allowed 
Jezebel to slush the nation with idola- 
trous worship. This was followed by 
three years of bitter famine over the 
entire land. Then, under a most dramatic 
setting, God sent out one lone man, 
Elijah, to deliver a crushing blow upon 
idolatrous worship and cause the peo- 
ple to cry out with united breath, “The 
Lord, he is the God; the Lord, he is the 
God” (I Kings 18:39). 

At still another- time, because of her 
stiff-necked and continual rebellion 
against God, Judah was allowed to be- 
come peeled, broken, and scattered as a 
nation in a far away heathen land. God 
then permitted a decree to go forth, 
signed by a king whose word could not 
be broken, that on a certain day every 
Jew within his empire should be slain. 
Thus having allowed every Jew to look 
upon himself as a dead man, God used 
Esther, an orphan Jewess, to snatch 
Judah from the jaws of certain death. 
The Jews have instituted the annual 
Feast of Purim to commemorate this de- 
liverance out of the hands of their ene- 
mies, a feast which they have observed 
from that day to this (Esther 9:32). 

If God used the drama so frequently in 
the after history of Israel to reveal His 
power to deliver, then we may expect 
Him to use the drama in His introduc- 
tion of this wonderful people to the world. 
This is exactly what we find. 

There is a quiet “build-up” leading to 
the birth of Israel’s first-born. The 
promise of a son was made to Abraham 
and Sarah twenty-five years before his 
actual birth. In the birth of Isaac, God 
saw something far better than the mere 
birth of a child. He saw in him the birth 
of a nation that would have an impossible 
career. This nation would undergo im- 
possible suffering and do an impossible 
work. A nation that had to face con- 
tinually the impossible in all her career, 
of necessity had to have an impossible 
origin. 

When the promise of a son was first 
made to Abraham and Sarah, they prob- 
ably expected his birth in the near future. 
They were then comparatively young and 
were still in the child-bearing age. Had 
Isaac been born to them according to 
their expectation, they would have been 
pleased, but God would have very likely 
ranked no higher in their estimation 
than that of a good doctor. As the chosen 
parents of a great nation, through whom 
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salvation was to be brought to a lost 
world, they must learn at the very be- 
ginning to have absolute trust in God as 
One who is always able to keep His 
promises. The great doctrine, “All things 
are possible with God,” must be so deep- 
ly cut into their hearts that it could never 
be effaced. Israel must always be able 
to say, “God is our refuge and strength, 
a very present help in trouble” (Ps. 46:1). 

So Abraham and Sarah were made to 
wait a long time for their promised son. 
They thought he would be born within a 
year, but when they waited one year, two, 
five, ten, then twenty years, they realized 
more and more that they were getting 
far beyond the child-bearing age and 
that which they so confidently expected 
at first must now be regarded as an im- 
possibility. Since God had not renewed 
the promise given so long before, they 
began to entertain serious doubts. “Could 
we have misunderstood? Has God for- 
gotten? Was it only a pleasant dream?” 
must have been some of the questions 
that troubled them. 

From the rebuke they received later, 
we learn that the real trouble with Abra- 
ham and Sarah was weakness of faith, 
for they were thinking that the time had 
arrived when God could not keep His 
promise. As yet, they could not think of 
God as not having limitations. God was 
only waiting for the time to arrive when 
He could teach them that most important 
doctrine, that all things are possible with 
Him. Every human way had to be closed 
and every human hope had to fade be- 
fore God could act. When this time had 
fully ripened God stepped into the scene 
again and performed the impossible by 
providing a son to this aged couple. This 
gave the birth of Isaac a remarkable set- 
ting, and it was something Israel was 
never to forget. 

“Look unto the rock whence ye are 
hewn, and to the hole of the pit whence 
ye are digged. Look unto Abraham your 
father, and unto Sarah that bare you” 
(Isa. 51:1, 2). 


, MIRACULOUS ELEMENT in 

Israel’s origin is shown again in the 
name given to their first-born. Shortly 
before the birth of Isaac, the Lord re- 
newed to Abraham the promise of a son, 
but his faith had so weakened that he 
now regarded it as an impossibility 
(Gen. 17:17-19). And Sarah’s faith had 
so weakened that she thought it absurd 
to expect a son at her age (Gen. 18:9-15). 
The name Isaac (Yitskhak) means 
“laughter” or “he will laugh.” The name 
was divinely chosen and it bears peculiar 
significance. Isaac was born when his 
parents were down in the dark valley of 
despair. The huge mountain of unbelief 
towered high on one side and the veiled 
mountain of joyful victory towered on 
the other side. The promise of a son was 
renewed and the name announced while 
Abraham and Sarah were in this bitter 
experience. Both parents laughed. They 
laughed before the child was born and 
they laughed when the child was born, 
but it was a very different kind of laugh. 
The first was the laugh of unbelief; the 
second was the laugh of glorious victory. 
This gives the name Isaac a very peculiar 
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EFERENCES to the “law” are 
very frequent in the New Tes- 
tament. All its writers, with 
the probable exception of Luke, 

were Jews by birth. Paul was trained 
as a Jewish rabbi, and his thought 
naturally moved within the thoughts 
and phraseology of the law of his 
fathers. Our Lord and His apostles 
spoke primarily to the people of their 
own day, and the Jews of the first 
century were passionately devoted to 
their law. 

We should be careful, even if the 
Jews were not, to distinguish between 
the two volumes of the Jewish law— 
first, the divine revelation of the Old 
Testament as a whole, but especially 
the enactments which God gave to 
Israel through Moses and which are 
recorded in the Pentateuch; and, sec- 
ondly, the mass of explanations and 
additions outside the Bible, made by 
Jewish religious teachers all down the 
centuries, and gathered up in the Tal- 
mud. Our Lord rebuked the Jews for 
making the Word of God of no effect 
by these human traditions. 


Then again, it is useful for us to 
divide the God-given law into three 
parts: the civil law, the ceremonial 
law, and the moral law—bearing in 
mind, however, that as originally given 
and as recorded in the Pentateuch, the 
three parts were bound up together. 

The civil law was intended to govern 
the national life of the Hebrews, and 
gradually died out, especially when the 
people were often and for long periods 
subject to foreign rulers. 

The ceremonial law found in Leviti-

cus and elsewhere in the Pentateuch, 
contained very elaborate instructions 
relating to worship and sacrifice. We 
are told in the New Testament that 
these things served as pictures and 
signposts pointing to Christ, the Lamb 
of God; so that when He appeared 
there was no longer any use for them. 

Regarding the moral law, our Lord 
did not cancel it; He fulfilled it by 
developing it (Matt. 5:17). His “I say 
unto you” set aside certain details of 
the Jewish law, as in the matter of di- 
vorce. But the new teaching did not 
oppose—rather, it surpassed—the old. 
Christ took the moral law of the Old 
Testament, lifted it out of its his- 
torical setting of ancient Hebrew na- 
tional life, and expanded it so as to 
embrace the thoughts and motives of 
the heart. He summed up the deca- 
logue in two commandments: love to 
God and love to man. The germ of 
His teaching is in the teaching of 
Moses and the prophets. i. ~xpressed 
the great principles that lay at the 
heart of the divine instructions of the 
Old Testament. 

Christianity was planted in the soil 
of the Jewish religion. The old pre- 
pared the way for the new, which was 
better than the old. The dragonfly is 
a superior creature to the dragonfly 
grub, for it leaves the water to enjoy 
its new liberty in a higher condition 
of existence. When the butterfly of 
Christianity emerged from the chrys- 
alis of Judaism, it left behind but a 
dead, empty shell. What was per- 
manent in the religion of the Hebrews 
was taken over into Christianity; what 
was temporary passed away. 
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significance. It memorializes both laughs. 


It is a monument erected on the grave 
of a great enemy—uwnbelief. It marks the 
place in Israel’s history where a great 
victory was won. It stands as a beacon 
to keep alive in Israel’s memory a truth 
they must never forget, that God is able 
to keep all His promises. 

Isaac is a name that every Jew should 
fondly remember and greatly respect. It 
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is a name that every Gentile would do 
well to respect. It is a name that every 
skeptic, agnostic, infidel, higher critic, 
modernist, and unbeliever in every age 
who would set limitations about Al- 
mighty God, or who would dare to chain 
the Creator with natural laws, or who 
would attempt to confine the infinite God 
to certain grooves of activity, should 
greatly respect. 

















Without HIM 
We Can Do Nothing

wientut me ye can do nothing—John 15:5 


HIS is one of the most remarkable statements ever 

pronounced by mortal lips. Never in the history of 

mankind had such an assertion been made. Even the 

greatest of the Hebrew prophets had not ventured to 
do more than say, “Thus saith the Lord of hosts.” It is 
no wonder, therefore, that so comprehensive and novel a claim 
should bring down upon Jesus the condemnation of the 
Jewish leaders in Jerusalem and excite a feeling of deep 
animosity. While the most devout Pharisee considered it 
impious even to whisper the name of the Almighty, this 
reputed son of a village mechanic, this obscure individual 
from a despised province, went so far as to arrogate unto 
Himself powers belonging to God Almighty alone. 

Jesus of Nazareth was unknown to the Talmudical of 
Jerusalem. He was not related to any of the known prom- 
inent families in Judea. He was not known as a man of 
power, in the same sense as Caesar or Pilate, nor did He 
wield religious influence like the high priests. In fact, He 
was scarcely known even to those in His own province. 

Had He been a powerful personage, Pilate would have con- 
demned Him readily, for then he would have considered 
Jesus as one who might become dangerous to the established 
Roman authority. It was because Pilate noticed how humble 
and politically harmless Jesus really was, that he desired to 
acquit Him of the charge of conspiracy. 

To the people of Jerusalem Jesus was merely a peasant 
of Galilee, a section which, in their judgment, never pro- 
duced a leader in Israel. They apparently forgot Elijah, 
Elisha, and Hosea, and had not taken the pains to investigate 
whether the Nazarene might also be another mighty prophet 
in Israel. All they could see in Him was a disturber, a revo- 
lutionist, a foe to the established order in religion, society, 
and politics. 

“Without me ye can do nothing.” What words are these 
from the lips of a humble carpenter of Nazareth, and with 
what confidence were they uttered: “All power is given unto 
me”; “Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words shall 
not pass away” (Matt. 24:35; 28:18). What wonderful claims! 
Had they been made in a pagan city, the people easily swayed 
by a strong personality, might have believed in Him and 
perhaps worshiped Him, just as afterward Paul and Barnabas 
were almost worshiped in Lystra. But our Jewish forefathers 
of that period had long since cast off idolatry. They believed 
in the majesty and holiness of God, and naturally resented 
the claims of a man who declared that He was equal with God. 

How does history vindicate the declaration of Christ, 
“Without me ye can do nothing”? We, His kinsmen, re-

fused to accept Him as the long-promised Messiah, and 
during the succeeding centuries we have been sojourners 
in many lands and exiled wanderers on the face of the earth. 
Our glorious ancestry, history, and achievements in many 
departments of human endeavor still await general recog- 
nition, as compared with those of others. The memory of 
the poets, orators, and philosophers of ancient Greece still 
gives to that country the prestige of learning and culture. 
England, France and America are made glorious by their 
illustrious dead, and their noble ancestry transmits its glory 
and honor to succeeding generations. Is it so with the Jews? 
While our history surpasses all other nations, we are praised 
by none. High above the culture and learning of Greece and 
Rome soar the sublime teachings of the Book. What literature 
can compare with the oracles of God which were committed 
unto us? 

Is not the reason clear? Because we have rejected Him 
of whom the ancient volume testifies, we do not admit that 
without Him we can do nothing. While we may grudgingly 
allow that He may be “a light to lighten the Gentiles,” yet 
we stubbornly deny that He is “the glory of [his] people 
Israel” (Luke 2:32). As long as we, the Jews, refuse to ac- 
cept our own Saviour, we shall stumble on in darkness. 

Salvation is offered to us through our own predicted Mes- 
siah. Shall we accept Him? Some have accepted nearly 
every false prophet and philosophy while killing the true 
prophets, but we have never given Jesus a fair trial. “This 
people have I formed for myself; they shall show forth my 
praise” (Isa. 43:21). These words have been verified in Jesus 
as “all the promises of God in him are yea, and in him, Amen” 
(II Cor. 1:20). It was through the life and suffering of the 
Messiah, and in spite of the synagogue, that the mission of 
Israel was and is being accomplished. It is through the in- 
fluence of Jesus and His disciples (Continued on page 141) 
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THE JEWS AND ISRAEL, 
Are They the Same? 


N assertion frequently heard in these days is that the 
terms “Israel” and “Jew” are used in the New Testament 
to denote two distinct groups of people. The word “Jew,” 
so they tell us, includes only the tribes of Judah and Ben- 
jamin (those who made up the kingdom of Judah after the 
division of the nation), while the word “Israel” is used of the 
other ten tribes (those who formed the northern kingdom of 
Israel). A careful comparison of the scriptures where these 
words are used should definitely settle this question. 
In Matthew 2:2, Jesus is called “King of the Jews.” In the 
sixth verse of the same chapter He is said to “rule my people 
Israel.” 
In Matthew 10:5, 6, the Lord divides humanity into two 
classes—the Gentiles and Israel. Jacob’s name was changed by 
God to Israel, and his sons were the founders of the twelve 
tribes. The “house of Israel” must therefore be the same as the 
“house of Jacob” (Luke 1:33). 
Later, answering the appeal of the Gentile woman (Matt. 
15:24), the Lord says, “I am not sent but unto the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel.” Certainly the Lord is not asserting that 
His mission concerned only the ten tribes, and excluded Judah 
and Benjamin. He is stating, however, what the Scriptures 
afterward affirm, that in His earthly ministry He was “a min- 
ister of the circumcision for the truth of God, to confirm the 
promises made unto the fathers” (Rom. 15:8). The universality 
of His gospel, including both Jew and Gentile, dates from the 
cross. 
In Matthew 19:28 and in Luke 22:30, His promise to His 
disciples, to be realized in the millennium, is that they shall 
sit on twelve thrones, “judging the twelve tribes of Israel.” The 
mention of twelve tribes under the common name of Israel, of 
course, makes it necessary to include Judah and Benjamin. 
In Matthew 27:9, regarding the thirty pieces of silver for 
which Judas betrayed the Lord, we read that it was the valua- 
tion of the children of Israel. Yet this valuation, we know, 
was made by the chief priests at Jerusalem. In fact, it 
was in Judea that the bitter opposition to Christ de- 

veloped. The accusation set up over the head 
of Jesus read, “Jesus the King of the 
Jews” (Matt. 27:37). Yet with that 
inscription before them, the 
chief priests scornfully 
say, “If he be the 
King of Isra- 
el” (v. 42).

Turning to Mark, we find these two terms again used inter- 
changeably. In Mark 15:2, 9, 12, 18, 26, Christ is spoken of as 
the King of the Jews, But in Mark 15:32, He is spoken of as 
“Christ the King of Israel.” 

In Luke 1:16, the mission of John the Baptist is declared to 
be to “the children of Israel.” But Matthew (3:1, 5) informs us 
that His work was done in Judea. Then in Luke 1:32, 33, the 
angel declares, He shall sit on “the throne of his father David.” 
This statement makes Him a member of the tribe of Judah, as 
was David. “And he shall reign over the house of Jacob,” which 
indicates His dominion over the twelve tribes. Compare also 
verses 54, 68, 69, where the word Israel is unquestionably used 
for all the tribes. 

We read that the aged Simeon was “waiting for the consola- 
tion of Israel” (Luke 2:25). This refers, as the context shows, 
to the coming of Christ in the flesh. But the promises in re- 
gard to that coming were addressed to all the tribes of Israel. 
Then in Luke 2:32, all mankind is divided into two classes— 
Gentiles and Israel. 

In Luke 7:3, the Gentile centurion sends the elders of the 
Jews to Jesus, beseeching healing for his servant. When 
Jesus, accompanied by these same Jews is nearly at the home 
of the centurion, He receives-a message from him which 
causes Christ to declare, “I have not found so great faith, 
no not in Israel.” But, considering the presence of these 
Jewish elders with Him, that was rather a pointless remark 
unless by “Israel” he was including those to whom He was 
speaking. 

In John 3:1, Nicodemus is spoken of as “a ruler of the Jews,” 
but in verse 10, Christ calls him “a master [or teacher] of 
Israel.” 


— 2:5 says, “There were dwelling at Jerusalem 
Jews, devout men, out of every nation under heaven.” But in 
verse 22, addressing these same people, Peter calls them, “Ye 
men of Israel,” and in verse 36 the group of which they were a 
part is called “the house of Israel.” 

In Acts 3:12, Peter, speaking in the temple of Jerusalem, 
addresses his audience as, ‘““Ye men of Israel,” and in Acts 4:8, 
he addresses the Jewish Sanhedrin as, “Ye rulers of the people, 
and elders of Israel.” 

In Acts 4:27, the opposition to Christ is asserted to have come 
from the two classes: Gentiles and the people of Israel, 
which must, to be historically correct, include Judah; 
while in Acts 5:21, the governing body in Jeru- 
salem is spoken of as “the senate of the 
children of Israel.” 
A part of Christ’s mission is de- 
clared to be “to give repen- 
tance to Israel” (Acts 
5:31), words

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Scriptures, there is no difficulty in tracing the history of 

the Gentiles from their origin in Adam to the present 

time. And, because of the same clear identification in 
prophecy, there should be no perplexity in tracing their future 
through the closing scenes of this age, the millennium, and on 
into the eternity to come. 

A crisis in Gentile history was reached, and the period which 
Christ termed “the times of the Gentiles” (Luke 21:24) began 
when human government was committed to the Gentiles in a 
specific way at the time of the Babylonian captivity. In the 
interpretation of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream, God disclosed 
through the prophet Daniel that four successive world empires, 
beginning with Babylon, were to run their course before the 
setting up of the yet future and glorious kingdom of Messiah. 

During the period from Daniel to Christ, God was exercising 
specific authority in behalf of Israel, though they were de- 
prived of their national independence and Gentile authority 
was in operation. During the time between the first advent of 
Christ and His return to set up His kingdom on the earth, God 
is exercising specific authority in the outcalling of the Church, 
though the times of the Gentiles continue throughout this age. 
This divine authority is operating to the one end that all that 
is termed mystery may be realized. 

Because of the present divine purpose concerning the mys- 
teries, this age is properly designated the kingdom, or rule, of 
God in its mystery form (Matt. 13:11). At the end of this age, 
the mysteries being completed, the Church is translated to 
heaven, and the Gentiles are called into a judgment which is 
peculiarly their own. This judgment is much concerned with 
the record of the Gentiles in government, especially in their 
relation to Israel. It is at this point—the judgment of the 
Gentiles—that prophecy concerning them begins to be fulfilled. 

Of the successive monarchies which Daniel foresaw, three 
had run their course before the first advent of Christ, and the 
fourth, Rome, was at the zenith of its power. Under the au- 
thority of Rome, Christ was born, lived, and died; but with the 
death and resurrection of Christ, an unforeseen parenthetical 
period began, which, being unforeseen, was not anticipated in 
the Old Testament. Nothing could be more essential to the un- 
derstanding of the plan and purpose of God than the recogni- 
tion of the peculiar character of this period. It is alike unfore- 
seen in Jewish and Gentile predictions. 

In the case of Israel, God had promised through the prophet 
Daniel seventy sevens or 490 years from the end of the Baby- 
lonian captivity to the kingdom, which would be realized at the 
glorious appearing of Messiah. The prophet had discovered 
from Jeremiah’s prediction that the captivity to Babylon 
would be seventy years and the discovery was made when this 
period was near its end (Dan.

Messiah, and the last seven years, which is termed one week— 
meaning a week of years. . 

As is well known, the 483 years were precisely measured out 
at the time of Christ’s death, but the last seven years, which 
lead to the glorious appearing of Messiah, are yet future. This 
brief period of seven years is to be characterized by the pres- 
ence and power of the Man of Sin whom Daniel styles “the 
prince that shall come,” and whom Christ, citing the same pas- 
sage (Dan. 9:26, 27), refers to as “the abomination of desola- 
tion” (Matt. 24:15), and that in connection with what He 
termed “the great tribulation” (Matt. 24:21). 

Thus it is demonstrated that the extended period from the 
cutting off of Messiah and the yet future tribulation is not ac- 
counted for in Jewish prophecy. In this unforeseen age, no 
Jewish history is in the making, though the Jews are preserved 
as a nation throughout these centuries, exiled from their home, 
and their sufferings continue to the end. Prophecy concerning 
Israel begins again to be fulfilled with their entrance upon their 
last seven years of Daniel’s prophecy. It is equally true that 
the specific divine purpose of the outcalling of the Church from 
among the Jews and the Gentiles is ended at the moment when 
Israel’s national program is resumed. The last seven years are 
the completion of Daniel’s prediction covering 490 years, and 
its expectation is strictly a fulfillment of Jewish prophecy. That 
was the age in which Christ lived on the earth and His refer- 
ences to His own age refer to that period, though He spoke of 
other ages than His own. When He pointed to the sign of the 
end of the age (Matt. 24:15; cf. 24:3), He referred to the 490- 
year period and not to the end of the present age of the Church. 


: | 

— everywhere defends the truth that the 
Man of Sin appears in the seven-year period and that he has 
no relation to the Church. It is equally important to observe 
that if the Church were present on earth during the 483 years, 
or from Daniel to Christ, she may be expected to be present 
during the concluding seven years; but, on the other hand, if 
the Church was not present during the 483 years, she will not 
be present during the last seven years. Thus according to Jew- 
ish prophecy an unforeseen age is thrust in between the death 
of Christ, which marked the end of 483 years, and the yet 
future remaining seven years of Daniel’s prophecy. 

Again, this parenthetical period between the death of Christ 
and the resuming of the Jewish program in the seven years is 
not accounted for in Old Testament forecasts of Gentile his- 
tory. The fourth monarchy, which is of iron—as it was at the 
time of the death of Christ—merges into a non-amalgamating 
combination of iron and clay. In Daniel (2:36-43) where the 
succession of monarchies are presented as sections in a great 
image, each section denotes by the metal of which it is com- 
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posed the peculiar character of the government it portrays. 
The metal itself is a symbol of government. Thus, in the last 
form, government will combine two elements—iron and clay. 

That iron is the symbol of monarchy has been demonstrated 
in the description of the fourth kingdom; but in the last form 
clay will be added to the iron, though they cannot be made 
even to cleave to each other. Clay is the opposite of autocracy 
(iron) and is the symbol of democracy. The prediction is of a 
form of government which attempts to combine autocracy and 
democracy. This would seem impossible were it not already in 
the world and nowhere more than in Rome. So-called de- 
mocracies are now being ruled by dictators. The feet and toes 
of the image composed of iron and clay represent the final 
form of the last empire, and it is here that the smiting Stone— 
the returning Christ—strikes the whole Gentile structure, and 
just before the setting up of the kingdom of Messiah which is 
an everlasting kingdom that shall never be destroyed (Dan. 
2:44, 45; 7:13, 14). It is thus to be seen that there is to be an 
extended period between Rome as it was in the days of Christ, 
represented by the legs of iron, and the yet future end time, 
represented by the feet and toes. This period corresponds pre- 
cisely with the unforeseen time in Jewish prophecy.

7 HE DIVINE PURPOSE in this parenthetical age is 
none other than the calling out from both Jews and Gentiles 
of a heavenly people, and constituting them heavenly by each 
individual thus called being born from above. To this end an 
unprecedented situation is set up in which there is no differ- 
ence between Jew and Gentile as to their lost estate—both be- 
ing “under sin” (Rom. 3:9)—and no difference between them 
as to the precise way in which they as individuals may be saved 
(Rom. 10:12; cf. Acts 15:9). By reason and by revelation it is 
made clear that the present age is no part of the predicted 
world-program, and that when its divine purpose is accom- 
plished, the world-program, which calls for the events antici- 
pated in Daniel’s last seven years—the time, also, symbolized 
by the feet and toes of the image—will begin. This brief period, 
shortened a little (Matt. 24:21, 22), will be terminated, as all 
Scripture combines to declare, by the glorious appearing of 
Christ. Divine judgments are then in order when the three 
major divisions of humanity—the Jew, the Gentile, and the 
Christian—must be accounted for. 

(1) The Christians, wholly justified before God on the 
ground of the fact that all judgment for them fell on Christ 
as their substitute, shall have been received up into glory. To 
propose that they shall be retained here and suffer the trials 
which belong to a Christ-rejecting world, is an insult to the 
perfection of redeeming grace, as well as a misinterpretation of 
all Scripture bearing on this aspect of truth. 

(2) The Jew passes under the rod of judgment (Ezek. 20:33- 
44; Dan. 12:1-3; Matt. 24:32-25:30). As a result of this judg- 
ment upon Israel, “the righteous [shall] shine forth as the sun 
in the kingdom of their Father” (Matt. 13:43). 

(3) Following the judgments of Israel is the judgment of the 
nations (Matt. 25:31-46). This is the order in the context of 
Matthew’s Gospel. Every consideration of the future of Gen- 
tiles must center upon this judgment scene, and a worthy con- 
sideration will include (a) the conditions immediately preced- 
ing it, (b) the issues involved in this judgment, and (c) the 
assured results. No observing person will confuse this judg- 
ment of the living nations with the judgment of the wicked 
dead, a thousand years later, and at the Great White Throne 
(Rev. 20:12-15). 

The conditions immediately preceding the judgment of the 
nations are described in an extended body of Scripture bearing 
on the great tribulation—or Daniel’s last seven years (cf. Ps. 2; 
Isa. 63:1-6; Dan. 12:1-3; Matt. 24:8-28; II Thess. 2:3-12; Rev. 
4:1-19:21). As the consummation of confusion which accom- 
panies the breaking down of the cosmos system, all the armies 
of the earth are drawn up in battle array. Such is the scene 
described in Psalm 2. In that delineation, it will be observed 
that, in spite of the raging of the nations and the opposition of 
kings and rulers against Jehovah and His Messiah, Jehovah 
places His Son upon His holy hill of Zion. 

The force of this truth is lost unless due emphasis is placed 
on the word “yet” (v. 6). And, likewise, it must be observed that 
the phrase “my holy hill of Zion” is none other than the 
earthly throne of David. The word “hill” as the word “moun- 
tain,” refers to divine government (cf. Isa. 2:1-4). According 
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to the Old Testament, Zion is Israel’s earthly center and glory. 
As so much prophecy asserts, Jehovah places His Son, the Mes- 
siah, upon the throne of David, and this in spite of all human 
opposition. It is then that the Son, having received the na- 
tions from the hand of His Father, breaks them with a rod of 
iron, and dashes them in pieces as a potter’s vessel. It is in 
view of that oncoming destruction of their opposition that the 
Holy Spirit pleads with kings to be wise and with the judges 
of the earth to be instructed. All Scripture related to this yet 
future world-crisis is harmonious and should be considered, but 
time does not permit. 

In weighing the issue upon which all nations are to be judged, 
it is clear that the designation “my brethren,” for or against 
whom they will have taken sides, is Israel. This is to be ex- 
pected, since Israel is God’s chosen nation with covenants from 
God which promise them their own land and authority over 
the whole earth. The word of Jehovah to Abraham cannot be 
abrogated, namely, “I will bless them that bless thee, and 
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curse him that curseth thee” (Gen. 12:3). While that has been 
true in all generations, the judgment of the nations is in its 
final and complete fulfillment. 

It is probable that the Semitic question will be the chief bone 
of contention among the nations at the time of their future 
judgment. Their judgment is plainly based on this issue. No 
such extreme conditions exist today. The issue arising for 
judgment at that future day must be estimated in the light of 
the attitude of natious at that time. Nor should it be forgotten 
that this judgment involves Gentiles only. The Church is in 
glory and Israel’s judgment is past. There should be no sur- 
prise on the part of those who believe the Bible that, so far as 
the earth is involved and its future, all centers in the Jew; nor 
should there be surprise that in the end God fulfills His cove- 
nant with Abraham regarding the blessing and cursing of the 
nations. It could not be otherwise. However, the maximum 
of the world’s ignorance today is its utter inability to recog- 
nize any divine preference for Israel. They who do not even 
recognize God, will hardly recognize His preference. 

Sudden, indeed, is the change on the part of the nations from 
the situation described in the Second Psalm where they are 
raging and the kings of the earth have set themselves against

HE world has been shaken in re- 

cent times to its very foundations.

She carried 
in her robe the whole future of Chris- 
tian theology. 


Paul longed to preach in Rome, the 
chief city of his time.

where Cicero thrilled the multitudes 
with his eloquence, a city where men 
put their trust in visible agencies of 
power, organization, pomp, and majesty. 


Paul was not ashamed to preach the 
gospel in the forum of imperial Rome. 
He knew that Cato, Caesar, or Anthony 
never had such a message as he longed 
to bring to the Romans. He knew their 
Christless civilization would lead to de- 
struction, just as our Christless culture 
of today will lead to the same end. 


Paul said he was proud of the gospel, 
for it was God’s power to save anyone 
who believes. Paul was writing to men 
of the most powerful city of the civilized 
world. The very name of Rome was the 
symbol of magnificence and power; po- 
litical, military, intellectual pride; social 
standards were those of wealth and 
pleasure.

“FRET NOT THYSELF BECAUSE of EVILDOERS”

| have seen the wicked in great power, and spreading himself like a 
green bay tree. Yet he passed away, and, lo, he was not: yea, | 
sought him, but he could not be found.—Psalm 37:35, 36. 


AILY it is becoming more ap- 

parent to students of world af- 

fairs that truly “the whole world 

lieth in wickedness” (I John 
5:19). To some, this condition serves 
as an incentive to further separate them- 
selves from the world. To many it is a 
cause for “falling away.” “Because in- 
iquity shall abound, the love of many 
shall wax cold” (Matt. 24:12). There 
also are those who do not acquaint them- 
selves with the blessed promises of the 
Bible, and under the stress of their own 
adversity, they frequently say in a spirit 
almost of complaint against God Him- 
self, “Why do the wicked prosper, while 
I am deprived of all but the necessities 
of life?” 

This, indeed, would be a difficult ques- 
tion were it not that God through the 
voice of “holy men of God who spake 
as they were moved by the Holy Ghost” 
(II Pet. 1:21), has given the answer. 
“Fret not thyself because of him who 
prospereth in his way, because of the 
man who bringeth wicked devices to pass” 
(Ps. 37:7). “Fret not thyself because of 
evildoers, neither be thou envious against 
the workers of iniquity. For they shall 
soon be cut down like the grass, and 
wither as the green herb. .. . Rest in 
the Lord, and wait patiently for him” 
(Ps. 37:1, 2, 7). It is through such 
promises as these that true Christians 
are sustained in hope through faith dur- 
ing these times when the wicked seem 
to prosper and to wield unlimited power. 

Evildoers and their activities permeate 
every stratum of present-day civilization. 
Social evils are as rampant as they were 
in the days of Sodom and Gomorrah. The 
liquor problem like a hydra-headed mon- 
ster has risen in more vicious proportions 
than ever before. Intoxicants are at- 
tractively thrust at us in grocery, drug, 
and dry goods stores. Despite the propa- 
ganda that conditions would rapidly 
improve upon the repeal of prohibition, 
the chief of the highway patrol of one 
of the largest and most thickly populated 
western states reports that since the ad- 
vent of repeal, a 40 per cent increase has 
occurred in the number of fatal accidents 
involving either drivers or pedestrians 
under the influence of liquor. 
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Side by side with the liquor problem 
comes the pernicious and disgusting cig- 
arette habit, which has so throttled our 
nation that women, including mothers 
and high school girls, are as much ad- 
dicted to the habit as men. Dr. Samuel 
A. Brown, dean of Bellevue Hospital, New 
York City, says, “Women cannot smoke 
moderately. It is a letdown of moral 
standards.” George Thomason, M_.D., 
FH.CS., believes “beyond question that 
tobacco today represents one of the 
greatest menaces of the human race to 
physical, mental, and moral stability.” 

In many instances, the movie industry 
—acknowledged as the greatest force in 
the world for recreation and for educa- 
tion—is also selling out morality in ex- 
change for dollars. It is said that 97 
per cent of released films are marked “un- 
fit,” “for adults only,” “questionable,” or 
“matter of taste.” 

In addition to these evils come trial 
marriages, birth control, and divorce, 
which undermine the sanctity of the 
home. Communism, the product of a 
godless nation, thrusts its head into our 
political camps; evolution becomes popu- 
lar in our halls of learning, and perhaps 
the most vicious of all is modernism. 
Modernism is not only virulently treach- 
erous, but it is loathsome because of its 
hypocrisy. Rapidly, during the last dec- 
ade, it has eaten its way into the body of 
believers until even the elect are deceived 
by its two-faced teaching and by its 
crafty use of scriptural phraseology. One 
of the insidious features of modernism 
is that today in the garb of the clergy 
we find soul-destroying teaching, which 
denies the divinity of Christ, the efficacy 
of His blood, and the divine origin of 
the Scriptures. 


= TIME ago, I was asked to 
speak to a young people’s convention on 
the subject of evolution. I was glad of 
the opportunity, for many of the young 
men and women had been subjected to 
proevolutionary teaching in the class- 
room. 
My talk had just begun when a min- 
ister, whom I knew as a brilliant writer 
and speaker, asked if he might be ad- 


mitted as an auditor. I knew nothing of 
his stand on the mooted question, but I 
became so confused at his presence that 
I began to fumble about in my mind as 
to how my talk might be modified so as 
to appear not so emphatically anti-evo- 
lutionistic. The satanic tempter often 
comes clothed in unexpected robes, 
even those of a minister of the gospel. 


Immediately it came to me that what- 
ever I had included in the talk was my 
sincere belief, based upon findings in the 
inspired Word of -God. Through the 
power of the Holy Spirit, I then became 
fearless and went so far as to say dog- 
matically, “It is absolutely impossible to 
be a Christian and an evolutionist at the 
same time, for to admit the theory of evo- 
lution is to say that God’s version of the 
creation is false, and no Christian can 
or will make God a falsifier.” I did, how- 
ever, extend the hope that an evolutionist 
might become a Christian, but if he did 
so, he would come as any other sinner 
comes—by way of the Cross and the shed 
blood of Christ. 


The stranger was not approving these 
statements. After the class he waited to 
speak to me. He bluntly told me that 
he thoroughly disagreed with what I had 
said. “It is dangerous to be so emphatic 
on a hypothetical point in this day of 
scientific certainty,” was the gist of his 
discussion, “for no one can prove that 
man was created as stated in the Bible. 
And since science has ample proof (?) 
that man was not an instantaneous crea- 
tion but the product of slow development, 
it would be better to leave the question 
open to debate.” This reasoning in itself 
sounded somewhat contradictory! 


He continued, “Furthermore, I am both 
an evolutionist and a Christian at one 
and the same time, so again you are 
wrong.” To avoid useless discussion of his 
statement, I asked him, “If Genesis does 
not mean to you the literal story of crea- 
tion, what does it mean?” His reply be- 
fore the class, which also had remained to 
hear our discussion, was, “Genesis is a 
beautiful allegorical poem.” He continued, 
“Certainly you do not think that God 
would stoop down and breathe into the 
nose of a man and call that life.’ The 
tragedy of such blasphemy is that this 
man wields great influence through his 
fine writings and through his frequent 
contacts with our young people as a 
speaker and leader at their conventions

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| Why Is Evolution Believed?

the slender and 
broken threads of 
evidence which 
uphold the theory 
of organic evolu- 
tion, they some- 
times ask why so 
many people believe in it. It is true 
that the majority of biologists and ge- 
ologists profess a belief in at least some 
phases of the theory, and it is taught as 
a doctrine in many colleges, high schools, 
and even some public schools. Some 
years ago, the statement was made that 
all biologists accept the theory. The only 
way this statement could be supported 
was to say that any one who did not 
believe it was not worthy of the classi- 
fication of biologist. But it does attract 
many adherents, and people wonder why. 

The first reason I shall cite is inexact 
definition. Charles Darwin gave a fair 
definition when he said organic evolution 
means that all the species of animals and 
plants in the world, including man, devel- 
oped by a series of changes from one or a 
few simple forms. This is exactly the idea 
which evolutionists still hold, and to 
which the theologians object. 

But a modern scientist has said that 
evolution is the theory that present 
plants and animals arose from earlier 
forms by a long process of descent with 
change. It will be observed that this defi- 
nition is much less exacting than that of 
Darwin, for it states nothing about the 
extent of the changes or anything about 
the direction. But his further discussion 
makes it clear that he means the very 
same thing. 

Some even state that evolution is the 
sum total of the changes that occur in 
organisms. This is nothing less than a 
begging of the question. When people see 
that there is a certain amount of varia- 
tion among plants and animals they are 
inclined to be favorable to the theory of 
evolution; while the backbone of that 
theory is the doctrine that man developed 
from a one-celled animal. 

The second reason for belief in what we 
consider a colossal blunder is the faulty 
opposition by its enemies. It is easy for a 
speaker or writer to crack a cheap joke at 
his opponents. His reward in applause is 
immediate and may be copious, but he 
has lost the ear of the thoughtful man. 
Likewise appeals to prejudice do not win 
the thoughtful man, and he is the very 
one we cannot afford to lose. Here is an 
example. An evangelist said, “If I thought 
I had come from a monkey I would hunt 
a gorilla in the jungle and say, ‘Grandma, 
I am so glad to see you.’” 

Reason number three is faulty reason- 
ing, such as analogy. One is told that if 
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amined: 


he does not believe in evolution he should 
not believe the world is round. There is 
but little similarity in the two beliefs. 
There is much stronger analogy between 
Darwin and Tycho Brahe, who opposed 
the idea of the earth revolving about the 
sun. Another analogy opposed to evolu- 
tion is that species of animals can be ex- 
pected to deteriorate just as our solar sys- 
tem is slowly running down. The speed 
of the earth is slowly slackening, the sun 
is either cooling or shrinking, why should 
the organic realm be an exception? 

Reason number four, people do not 
know the Bible. An instructor in a large 
university taught that evolution was true 
and special creation false. In a gesture of 
fairness she told her students to read the 
first three chapters of Genesis. One young 
man the next day said he was surprised 
to find Genesis “such bunk.” He was ig- 
norant of the message and wording of the 
Bible, and a single reading did not break 
down the opposition. The teacher seemed 
pleased at his attitude. 


—_— NUMBER FIVE is very 
important. Many do not know the recent 
discoveries of science. They may know 
some of them; but modern scientists are 
so specialized that they do not know the 


_ whole field. Acquired characters, those 


changes which are results of environ- 
ment, use or disuse, are not inherited. 
This discovery invalidates the arguments 
of Lamarck and his followers. Mutations 
are inherited, but they are never in an 
upward direction. They do not make an 
animal or plant stronger, more complex, 
or more symmetrical, and most of them 
make it distinctly weaker. The discoveries 
of the last twenty-five years have led dis- 
tinctly away from evolution. 

The last reason is that many wish to 
believe the theory, as the following inci- 
dent illustrates. A professor was presid- 
ing over a meeting of instructors and as- 
sistants, discussing plans for teaching the 
development of life. After he had pointed 
out that several possible statements in 
favor of evolution would not be well 
founded, one of the instructors said, 
“Doctor, why do you believe in evolu- 
tion?” His answer left me astounded. “So 
that I will not have to believe in anything 
supernatural.” Trained as I was to be- 
lieve that the essence of science is to eval- 
uate data without prejudice and thus be- 
lieve what one must, it was disconcerting 
to hear my superior say that he let his 
wish be his arbiter. Yet evolution has 
done the same to others, for I have heard 
them say that it is the religion of the sci- 
entist. 

If these first-hand observations of a 
science teacher reduce the magnitude of 
this disturbing enigma in the minds of 
inquiring youth, they will have performed 
their function. 
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TWO WORDS FOR LOVE 

This is a third in a series of studies in 
which we are considering the two Greek 
words for “love” in the New Testament. 
In the first, we gave a full definition of 
each word. In last month’s study, we 
considered some passages where the verb 
agapao is found, giving in addition the 
Scripture locations. In this study, we 
shall consider some of the places where 
phileod is found. To properly understand 
this month’s material, the student is 
urged to reread carefully the first lesson. 

Phileo refers to a love called out of the 
heart because of the pleasure one takes in 
the object loved. It speaks of a friendly 
love. It is a love between persons of a 
common nature, or of common likes and 
dislikes. 

Paul uses agapao exclusively except in 
two instances (I Cor. 16:22; Titus 3:15). 
Phileo expresses a natural affection and 
is the word to use in I Cor. 16:22, for 
Paul is referring to a deep seated an- 
tipathy, a malignant hatred of Jesus 
Christ. The person in question did not 
have that natural affection for the Lord 
Jesus which is the spiritual heritage of 
all Christians. The same explanation 
holds for the other passage. Christian 
brethren have a natural friendly affec- 
tion for one another. 

Phileo is the “unfeigned love” of I Peter 
1:22 and the “love” of Titus 3:15; while 
the “love one another” of I Peter 1:22 
is the agapao love. Our mutual love of 
friendliness should be ennobled and puri- 
fied by divine love, supplied by the Holy 
Spirit (Rom. 5:5). 

The one who takes more pleasure in 
his father or mother than in Jesus Christ, 
and thus loves them more, is not worthy 
of Him (Matt. 10:37). Hypocrites took 
pleasure in standing at the corners of the 
streets and praying, and thus loved to 
do so (Matt. 6:5). “Everyone that loveth 
and maketh a lie” (Rev. 22:15) refers to 
that type of person who has a personal 
affinity with a lie, has inward kinship 
with it, loves a lie and takes pleasure i1 
it. 

John 11:3, 36 uses philed. It is the love 
of the man Christ Jesus for His friend, 
Lazarus. It speaks of the personal in- 
timacy of the affection between the Lord 
Jesus and Lazarus. But in John 11:5 
acapao is used, where John merely states 
the simple fact of loving. Philed is used 
in John 20:2 where Jesus was loving 
Peter and John. The verb speaks of a 
personal, intimate, friendly, mutual ac- 
quaintance of long standing. 

The passages in which the verb philed 
is found are as follows: Matthew 6:5; 
10:37; 23:6; 26:48; Mark 14:44; Luke 
20:46; 22:47; John 5:20; 11:3, 36; 12:25; 
15:19; 16:27; 20:2; 21:15, 16, 17 (vv: 15, 
16 second occurrences, v. 17 first occur- 
rence, other places agapad); I Corinthi- 
ans 16:22; Titus 3:15; Revelation 3:19; 
22:15. The word is translated either “to 
love” or “to kiss” in these passages. 
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THE WINNING PLAY

Another football season has transfused 
its lifeblood into the baseball-anemic 
veins of our sporting world. 

Stadiums and bowls all over the coun- 
try are jammed with howling enthusi- 
asts, ready to race out on the field them- 
selves, if necessary, to make a tackle for 
the home team. 

There is one school, however, whose 
call for support will not be answered. 
More than that, this institution has not 
failed in over nineteen hundred years to 
turn out a winning team! With such a 
heritage and record, it would seem that it 
should be supported as no other school. 

In the pages of an old and popular, 
yet seldom read and believed Book, there 
has been recorded the early activities of 
this school; and see if you do not agree, 
after a summary of one of its most suc- 
cessful seasons, that it warrants our 
whole-hearted and life-long devotion and 
praise. On this gridiron, the ultimate 
destinies of men are being decided. 

From the beginning, “Kingdom of God” 
College had experienced a very spas- 
modic career. Here and there a star had 
appeared and lifted his fellows to a place 
of temporary repute, but most of the 
time the material had been so poor that 
even the brightest performer could not 
provoke his teammates to rise from the 
mire of defeat. 

In the annals of the Book there are 
listed the achievements of Enoch and 
Abel; of Noah, whose victory was ac- 
complished in a torrential downpour; of 
Abraham, whose descendants have here 
and there brought much glory and honor 
to the school; of Moses, who laid down 
the fundamentals of its present style of 
play; of Joshua, Samuel, David, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, and a host of others! But 
whereas all of these did noteworthy work, 
they could not begin to satisfy their 
Mentor, nor could they lift “Kingdom 
of God” College to a permanent place 
of glory in the football firmament. Al- 
ways their ancient adversaries, “World,” 
“Flesh,” and “Devil” Universities had 
risen and conquered them. They boasted 
too much power to be overcome. 

Finally, in answer to the prophecies of 
those who had preceded Him, there arose 
One who was destined to do what all 
the others had found impossible. So 
much has been said of His achievements 
that it would be rather superfluous and 
sacrilegious to mention them here. Suf- 
fice it to say that all of the victories 
which preceded or followed Him were 
the result of His inspiration. One group 
looked forward to His greatness; the 
other looked back upon it. They be- 
lieved, and His perfection was imputed 
to them. 
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It is with one of those that followed 
after Him that we are chiefly concerned, 
one who first enrolled in “Kingdom of 
God’” under the name of Saul, the Phari- 
see, but who later became Paul, the 
prisoner. 

For many years, Saul felt that he did 
his school service by bitterly persecuting 
certain members of the team. He felt, 
from the very heart of him, that the 
style of play introduced by this One who 
had preceded him, was incorrect, insist- 
ing that He was a fraud and that all 
who heeded Him and His ways were a 
detriment to victory. Saul had not yet 
seen, honest disciple though he was, the 
close connection between the old system, 
instituted by Moses, and the new system 
brought in by this One whom he hated. 
He had not yet known that the plays of 
Moses were not destroyed by the new, 
but rather were richly fulfilled. It was in 
the midst of one of his well-meant perse- 
cutions that Saul saw the light. In a 
vision, brighter than the noonday sun, 
Saul was brought face to face with the 
One whom he had called an impostor. 


Shortly after his conversion to truth, 
Paul sojourned for a time in Arabia, tak- 
ing there a series of special courses. With 
his return to “Kingdom of God,” the 
fame of the college spread throughout all 
Palestine. Games were played at Da- 
mascus, Jerusalem, Tarsus, and Antioch, 
with such salutary success that the 
rivalry of their opponents waxed more 
vehement than ever. At Antioch, how- 
ever, a new schedule was decided upon, 
a program designed to carry the gridiron 
exploits of “Kingdom of God” to an en- 
tirely new field. Formerly, all games had 
been scheduled with Jewish teams. Now 
it was felt in all faithfulness that these 
narrow bounds should be broken, that the 
prowess of the school should be demon- 
strated in other lands where its fame had 
not been heralded as yet. 


The “Cross” was Paul’s greatest weapon 
as he realized early in his career that his 
fight was not so much against the “stum- 
bling” Jews, or the “foolish” Gentiles, 
but “against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places” (Eph. 6:12). Paul found 
his victory in the “Cross,” and it was his 
perfect understanding and confidence 
in it that gave him one triumph after 
another, especially when he came to grips 
with his most bitter adversaries, “World,” 
“Flesh,” and “Devil” Universities. At- 
tired in the whole armor of God, Paul 
resisted them to the end and came off 
the field—as truly he had gone on— 
“more than conqueror.” His opponents’ 
only defense had been their offense, so 
when Paul stood his ground against their 
every attack (the succeeding centuries 


have rung with his goal line stands) the 
rest of the battle was easy. 


Under the impetus of Paul’s superb 
play the flame of zeal at “Kingdom of 
God” was kindled high, and it is doubt- 
ful whether any man has ever been as 
great an asset to the school. 


To Paul was given such an intricate 
knowledge of the system of play, insti- 
tuted by the One who had preceded him, 
that all who have followed after have 
marveled in his revelations. But with all 
his wisdom and power, Paul’s crowning 
characteristic was his humility. He was 
always the first to admit that his attain- 
ments were the result of an obtainment 
from Another. 


All of the proceeds of the games at 
“Kingdom of God” go to charity, and 
there is always enough to make multi- 
millionaires of all the “poor in spirit.” 
The players are rewarded with trips to 
a heavenly Rose Bowl, where there is 
no East or West. They receive the let- 
ters of an everlasting covenant, they 
are promised countless banquets, they 
are made members of the Heavenly Fra- 
ternity, and their names are not in- 
scribed in a yearbook alone, but in the 
“Book of Eternal Life.”” They also boast 
the only undefeated records of any team 
in history, and there are many other re- 
wards which are either not known, or 
which are far too numerous to mention 
here. For “eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard, neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which God hath 
prepared for them that love him” (I Cor. 
2:9). 

Perhaps you are wondering about the 
“Cross,” the formation from which it is 
run, its execution, etc. Perhaps you are 
one of those warriors who are weary of 
defending yourself against an invincible 
opponent. Perhaps you have seen your 
goal line crossed again and again as in 
the energy of the flesh you have sought 
to withstand the onslaughts of an en- 
raged conscience, enlightened by His 
Word, “the new commandment.” Per- 
haps you have looked longingly toward 
“Kingdom of God’ and _ wondered 
whether you would ever be permitted to 
enroll there, that you might claim with 
Paul and many others, the assurance of 
an ultimate victory. 


Whatever your condition, whatever 
your need, it can be fully met in the 
“Cross.” It can take the weakest ma- 
terial and make it the best, if only you 
will apply it to your life, appropriating 
its merit for your own. 

There is no need to explain the “Cross” 
here. You will find it given in detail in 
any of the countless, world-wide editions 
of a Book called the Bible. Read it! 
Try it! It works!

that the Ten Commandments of Moses, 
the exalted utterances of the prophets, 
the psalms of David, and the proverbs of 
Solomon, and the other marvelous writ- 
ings, are more diligently read by those 
who were once without God or hope 
(Eph. 2:12), than by those for whom 
these very Scriptures were originally pre- 
pared. Jesus is the noblest son of our 
race. We should be proud of Him, should 
rally around Him, and champion His 
ideas. The acceptance of Jesus Christ 
and His teachings will transform our 
sinful lives, and make us worthy of ap- 
preciation and a blessing to the whole 
world. Barter and trade are not our 
destiny. Our predestined vocation is 
to declare and spread the knowledge of 
God among the nations. 

Let us not give heed to _ teachers 
who would have us deny the coming 
of the Messiah, and who dream of a 
Messianic age brought about by human 
progress and culture. History and ex- 
perience alike refute this notion of so- 
called reformed Judaism. Take for ex- 
ample the countries where education and 
science have reached their highest point 
of development. Has Jew-baiting ceased 
there? Are universities and society cen- 
ters free from anti-Jewish feeling? Jesus 
Christ alone can make us a life-giving 
nation, and when we accept Him, we 
shall be respected and become the radi- 
ators of light that God intended us to be. 

In the past, our people were leaders in 
Spain, in the learned professions, in 
medicine and belles lettres. Did this 
save them from persecution and expatri- 
ation? Has Jewish-German culture and 
philosophy caused us to be appreciated 
in the Fatherland? In Germany, anti- 
Semitism has become a cult. Has the 
Rumanian parliament or the Russian 
constitution improved the condition of 
the oppressed Jews? Why, even here 
in this free land of ours where all men 
are born equal, according to the wonder- 
ful Declaration of Independence, are not 
Jews often disliked? Our commercial 
aptitude and success provoke the envy of 
others. Should any of us turn from gain 
to advance science, shine in literature, or 
to lead in charity and statesmanship, 
most brilliant achievements will not com- 
mand the respect to which we are en- 
titled. We are looked upon with suspicion 
and are often socially ostracized. 

Will a kingdom in Zion stop the bleed- 
ing wounds of Israel? Brethren of the 
house of Israel, how can we have a king- 
dom without a King? This is as impos- 
sible as a Messianic era without a Mes- 
siah. Vain are our efforts without Him. 

Ponder over these words of His, “With- 
out me ye can do nothing.” History has 
openly vindicated Him who uttered them. 
Nations have come and gone. Empires 
have arisen and fallen, but His Word 
abideth forever, and they who serve Him 
best are the leaders of the world. Think 
a while and judge how true this state- 
ment is.

WHAT OF THE NIGHT? 

With clouds hanging low, and the furi- 
ous storm threatening to involve virtually 
the whole world, God’s children do well 
to turn afresh to such passages of holy 
writ as the Second Psalm, and remember 
that the present disorders, with all their 
unholy passion and unexpressible vio- 
lence, are after all but a part of a greater 
conflict that is raging in the heavenlies. 
The Son of God has purchased the king- 
dom; the arch-rebel, Satan, with all his 
hosts, will shortly be judged and con- 
signed to eternal punishment. Knowing 
that his time is short, the Adversary seeks 
to wreck and destroy all that God would 
make fair and beautiful. is 

In the midst of this unprecedented 
chaos, even though it should perchance 
grow more and more threatening, what is 
the plain duty of the children of God? 
What should be our frame of mind, and 
what should be our chief concern? Let us 
betake ourselves afresh to the wondrous, 
living Word, which our God has given us 
for just such days as these. There we find 
light, peace of mind, comfort, and cour- 
age; and there we learn that our chief 
concern is to be busy about our Father’s 
business—speeding the carrying of His 
glorious message of salvation into all the 
world, so that all may have a fair oppor- 
tunity to believe and be saved, and to 
hasten the day of His glorious return. 

Looking around the horizon of the 
great world field, what do we see? Some 
doors are wide open; others are closed— 
for the time being, at least; others 
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threaten to close. Russia, Poland, Ethi- 
opia have compelled all missionaries to 
vacate. In Japan, Korea, Manchukuo, 
Turkey and Persia, government authori- 
ties are exercising such pressure as to 
make missionary work exceedingly diffi- 
cult, if not impossible. In great stretches 
of African territory recent developments 
incident to the war in Europe have cre- 
ated situations which compel the mis- 
sionaries to “stand by,” prepared for 
hasty evacuation if necessary. 

But if the doors close and missionaries 
are forced to retire, then what? Much de- 
pends upon whether the Word of God 
has been already planted in those fields, 
and whether the retiring missionaries 
leave behind them something that can 
grow without missionary nursing. Un- 
friendly governments can send out the 
missionaries, but who is there that can 
send out the Spirit of God? Behind some 
of these closed doors, the Holy Spirit is 
working mightily. And in some heathen 
lands where oppression is of the most 
devilish kind, there is an amazing hunger 
for the things of God, and a great com- 
pany of redeemed ones is being gathered 
out, the genuineness of whose faith is at- 
tested by godly living, costly sacrifice, and 
valiant service. Remember to pray for the 
seed sown behind closed doors! 

Recent intercourse with leaders of a 
number of virile, independent or faith 
missionary groups reveals that their eyes 
are turned upward, with their confidence 
in the Lord of the harvest unwavering. 
Even though their work may be tempor- 


arily hindered, they are preparing for 
even greater things when the storm has 
passed over. They are encouraging young 
people to redeem the time by preparing 
for service, and accepting candidates as 
usual, and in some cases are planning on 
sending forth new workers just as fast as 
transportation facilities are available. 

In this connection it is not out of place 
to mention that at the Moody Bible In- 
stitute there is enrolled for definite mis- 
sionary training the largest company of 
splendid young men and women ever 
welcomed in the history of the Institute. 
No less than 275 are enrolled in the Mis- 
sionary Course for special training, which 
will fit them for service in foreign lands. 
These are the youth with uplifted eyes, 
who will swell the ranks of the societies 
just mentioned above. 

God is on His throne. Let our eyes keep 
looking up! And let our hearts keep go- 
ing out—to the unreached multitudes, 
especially in “the regions beyond.” 





GIVE US THE BOOK! 

Perhaps never in history has there been 
such a hunger for the Word of God in a 
nominally heathen land as now exists 
among the vast multitudes of China. The 
same testimony comes from all over that 
great land, but most striking is the situa- 
tion prevailing in the far west, whither 
multitudes have been compelled to flee 
from the violence and atrocities of the 
Japanese Army of Occupation. Let the 
secretary of the American Bible Society, 
Dr. Carlton Lacy, tell the story of his trip 
to the western provinces: 

“Travel in the western provinces of 
China gives one a thrilling realization of 
the suddenness with which everything 
modern is sweeping into a very old na- 
tion. I have just come from six weeks in 
Szechwan and Yunnan. A few days ago 
we were traveling in a high-powered mo- 
tor truck over the new Burma highway, 
a modern marvel of engineering efficiency. 
Again and again we crossed the remnants 
of the centuries old cobble-stone road 
over which caravans have carried pro- 
duce between these two neighboring na- 
tions, and saw the little trains of stag- 
gering donkeys and undersized ponies 
still stumbling along with their pitifully 
inadequate packs—in such contrast to the 
tons of freight, wood, oil and gasoline and 
salt that were so readily transported in 
these modern conveyances. As we rode 
along we could watch on the opposite 
side of the canyon the construction of 
the new railway, which likewise is to con- 
nect Burma with the very heart of China. 


New Wine in Old Bottles 


“An even more striking contrast, per- 
haps, was seen in the simple village of 
Hsichow on the shores of the lovely Er 
Hai, a lake not unlike the Dead Sea in 
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size and shape, with an eastern shore 
that reminds one vividly of the moun- 
tains of Moab. But behind the village on 
the west towers a range of mighty snow- 
capped peaks whose summits reach 14,000 
feet above sea level. Here many miles 
north of the great highway, Hwa-chung 
University found refuge after it had been 
driven from Wuchang and then bombed 
out of Kweilin. They have set up this 
modern college in the old temples of the 
old village. A curtain has been hung 
across in front of the ancient idols, and 
in front of the curtain stands a simple 
cross, and daily a hundred students bow 
there to worship the true God. In the 
temple courts they have fitted up modern 
laboratories. I saw a mountaineer come 
in with an old-fashion pack on his back. 
He had been up the mountainside to fill 
his pack with snow that the students in 
the chemistry laboratory might have the 
necessary cold to complete some experi- 
ment. 

“There at the very edge of old China 
these very modern students were eager 
to study the Bible. The embarrassment 
from which I have not anywhere escaped 
in these weeks of travel was experienced 
again at the repeated requests for Bibles 
to which we were unable to respond. 
‘When can you get a supply of Bibles out 
here to us? When will the new edition of 
the Chinese-English New Testament be 
ready?’ At every city and town and school 
it has been the same; young people and 
officials and business men who are very 
much up-to-date—maybe I should say 
because they are very much up-to-date— 
are asking for the Bible. It was so all 
over Szechwan. You remember that last 
summer we drove two truckloads of Bibles 
to Chungking, and they were all sold al- 
most before the trucks could be unloaded. 
We sent in two more trucks in the au- 
tumn and repeated the same experience. 


Cannot Print Fast Enough 


“In Chengtu the shelves at the Bible 
house were empty and nearly everyone I 
met inquired when a new supply would 
arrive. Fortunately a new route had just 
opened up to us and 1,100 parcels of Bibles 
and Testaments had just gotten through 
by mail. These were not nearly enough to 
fill the orders. Literally everyone seems 
eager for books. By appointment I called 
on a former Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
He reminded me that four years ago, at a 
most critical time in national affairs, the 
secretary of the Bible society had called 
on him in Nanking and through the gen- 
erosity of an American friend presented 
him with a Bible. ‘From that day to this,’ 
he said, ‘I have read from that Bible 
every day.’ I met a missionary who has 
been released for two years to assist in a 
government office.

Later someone came to say 
we would be given our answer in the 
morning. What a restless night. Not a 
wink did I sleep! In the morning the 
parents asked the girl in my presence, 
‘Do you love this boy?’ And her answer 
was, ‘I do.’

“I stayed in the town several days 
more clearing a garden for my future 
mother-in-law.

Of 
course beside that the mother must have 
a gift of kettles, dishes and spoons. It 
took a long time to collect everything, but 
at last the day came when all was gath- 


ered and we paid over the goods. Then 
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The Agony of Israel in War Torn Lands 


A Report of the Appalling Sufferings of Jews and Jewish Christians 


I HAVE recently returned from Europe after five years of labor in England in the London headquarters of the 
International Hebrew Christian Alliance. I have been laboring amongst the Refugees—the Jewish and Hebrew 


Christian victims of Nazi terror. 


It has been my lot to travel in Germany, and in former 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary, Rumania and Poland. 
I have seen something of unparalleled sufferings which 
have overwhelmed Jews and Jewish Christians. I have 
listened to the harrowing tales of Jewish mothers whose 
husbands had been murdered and whose sons had suffered 
indescribable tortures in Nazi concentration camps. I 
have seen something of the appalling 
poverty and distress of Jews and non- 
Aryan Christians in Berlin, Hamburg, 
Vienna, and other cities of greater Ger- 
many. I have met and tried to help the 
Refugees in Paris, Prague, Budapest, 
Warsaw, Amsterdam, Antwerp, London, 
and other European cities where these 
unhappy people have found a temporary 
refuge after being banished from their 
native countries. 


The Agony of Israel 


How can one describe the appalling 
condition of the Jews and Jewish Chris- 
tians—their means of livelihood taken 
from them, their children jeered at, bull- 
ied and frequently tortured; in many 
cases their possessions confiscated; 
evicted from their homes and forced to 
live in damp cellars infested by rats and 
vermin; living in terror of the Gestapo 
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by day and by night; afraid to venture out into the streets 
in the open daylight; thrown in concentration camps and 
there tortured by sadistic cruelty. 


Work of Rescue 


The International Hebrew Christian Alliance, with head- 
quarters in London, Eng., is one of the major Refugee 
organizations, recognized by the British 
Government and laboring in the inter- 
ests of the Jewish Christian victims of 
the Nazi persecutions. During the past 
seven years the Alliance, under God, 
has saved thousands of these people 
who otherwise might have starved, de- 
spaired or committed suicide. We have 
given food and shelter to the starving 
and persecuted in Germany, and to the 
Refugees who fled from the Nazi terror 
to Austria, France, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Hungary, Poland, Great Britain, and 
other countries. In England we main- 
tain five hostels or homes for Refugees 
to whom we give food and shelter until 
we are able to make arrangements for 
their ultimate settlement in overseas 
countries. Some of these Refugees we 
have settled in Great Britain, U. S. A., 
Australia, Africa, Palestine, and in South 
American countries like Uruguay, Ar- 
gentine, Brazil and Bolivia. 





Great Britain and the Refugees 


When the war broke out Great Britain had nearly 100,- 
000 Jewish and Hebrew Christian Refugees, all of them 
victims of Nazi persecution. The refugee organizations 
cared for these Refugees and with the aid of the British 
Government found places of settlement for the homeless 
people in over-seas countries. 

As an American citizen living in England for five years 
and laboring on behalf of the Refugees I have seen some- 
thing of the sacrifices Christians in Britain made to sup- 
port our refugee work and that of other organizations. 
But now, in their agony and suffering, they are no longer 
able to support the Refugees. In spite of the terrific bom- 
bardments, we thank God that our various homes for the 
Refugees in London and other parts of Great Britain have 
not been devastated. Even more grateful are we that our 
refugee-workers, missionaries and ministers, are still able 
to go on with their Christ-like ministry, in spite of fatigue 
and weariness from the loss of sleep. Their courageous 
spirit, their unfailing faith in God, is an inspiration to 
us all. But now they cry to us in America that homeless 
Jewish Christian refugees may have food and shelter. Our 


work of mercy must go on and be extended in view of the 
increasing devastation and hunger. 


S. O. S. from Europe 

The messages from Jews and Hebrew Christians in dis- 
tress in other countries are also heart-rending. They come 
from stranded, starving Refugees in Italy, France, Hol- 
land, Poland, Rumania and other countries. Never in all 
their history have the Jews suffered on such an appalling 
scale as today. Never have Christians in America, living 
as we are in peace and security, had so much in contrast 
to be thankful for. The need is very great. In the name 
of Christ we ask your prayers for mercy to His afflicted 
brethren.

The diabolical ruthlessness with which 
totalitarian Germany is at present perse- 
cuting the Jews has shocked the world.

THE RETURN OF THE JEWS TO 
PALESTINE 


Prophecy told that the Jew would be

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scattered among the nations, that he 
would there be oppressed and persecuted, 
that his racial identity, contrary to all 
human history in the circumstances, 
would never be destroyed, and that as the 
end-times approached he would again re- 
turn to Palestine and return in unbelief. 

Recent reports indicate that the num- 
ber of Jews in Palestine is now about half 
a million, though only 100,000 were there 
at the time Allenby captured Jerusalem 
without firing a gun in the fall of 1917.

sion of all allusions to His divine origin. 
The Sermon on the Mount is entitled, 
“He builds a community.” The reference 
to Christ’s female followers is headed, 
“Women help, too.” The period before 
arrest and crucifixion is called “His 
Kampf,” and is followed by “His Vic- 
tory.” At the Last Supper, Christ does 
not offer His blood for the redemption of 
man, but “to erect a Reich for many.” 
Christ’s condemnation is termed “Justiz- 
mord.” His summons to take up the cross 
and follow Him is entitled, “Without faith 
and sacrifice there is no victory, no life.” 

The story of the circumcision of Jesus 
is omitted, and anything which might 
represent Him as claiming to bring salva- 
tion to the Jews is suppressed. Thus in 
Luke 2:5, where the original text says 
that “there was a man in Jerusalem 
whose name was Simeon .. . looking for 
the consolation of Israel,” the Nazified 
version leaves out mention of his home 
and represents him as looking for the 
“kingdom of God.”’—Religious News 
Service. 





PROHIBITION IN FRANCE 

France’s decree prohibiting the manu- 
facture, sale or giving away of all liquors 
containing more than 16 per cent alcohol 
has caused a mild sensation in America. 

The law was promulgated on the 
grounds that alcoholism hastened the 
moral collapse of the army and that it 
was the worst of the problems confronting 
the country.

SUNDAY EVENING BLACKOUTS 


While Europeans suffer physical, social, 
and moral hazards of blackouts, people of 
the United States also are becoming con- 
cerned about what is happening as they 
switch off lights where lights should be 
burning. Since shortly after the turn of 
the century, American churches, the 
guardians of social and moral standards, 
have increasingly blacked out on Sun- 
day evenings. In hamlets, in cities, in 
the open country, it is the same. It makes 
little difference in what direction you 
may travel, south, east, west, north, you 
will find there are church blackouts. Drive 
your car or take a walk on a Sunday eve- 
ning. If you want to see a church, you 
will have to turn your car lights on it or 
use a flashlight. Churches have dared to 
blackout on Sunday evenings. And now 
the consequent social, moral, and reli- 
gious hazards are obvious. 


While it is difficult to measure the un- 
easiness caused by darkened churches, 
there is evidence that it is deep-seated. 
No satisfactory substitute for the church 
has been found. Active churches in a 
community give a restful security. I 
know of modern mothers who on Sunday 
evenings repeat the words of the old song, 
“Where is my boy tonight?” and feel hard 
toward the church for not having a Sun- 
day evening service. Parents realize the 
truth of their children’s argument: “May 
we go downtown? We can’t sit on the dav- 
enport all evening, every Sunday night.” 
They permit their children to go, and then 
fear what may happen downtown where 
blackouts are unknown. The young peo- 
ple who would “keep the Sabbath” clear 
through, and would enter into a Sunday 
evening church program, are at a loss to 
understand church blackouts. Probably 
nothing so profoundly sinister has hap- 
pened to the Christian church in a cen- 
tury as this shutting its eyes on Sunday 
evenings. A blinded church cannot lead. 
—Louis P. Penningroth, in Christian Ad- 
vocate.

BIBLE IN EUROPE 


We have previously drawn attention to 
the significance of the present widespread 
demand for Scriptures in Germany. Re- 
cent figures of circulation published by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in- 
dicate that this most encouraging sign of 
the times is not restricted to Germany, 
but is general throughout Central Europe. 
In Germany no fewer than 280,000 vol- 
umes were circulated in 1939, doubling 
the total for 1938. In Hungary, where 
169,000 copies were sold, the increase is 
more than twice that of the previous year. 
Whereas Scripture circulation in Czecho- 
slovakia during 1938 totalled 50,875 copies, 
an increase of 50 per cent was recorded 
last year. Most remarkable of all is the 
story from Poland, where sales have gone 
up from 54,000 copies to 135,000. In Lat- 
via and Lithuania, likewise, there are 
notable advances. 

Such reports from lands either directly 
involved in the war, or profoundly af- 
fected by it, reveal with what eagerness 
distressed people are turning to the Word 
of God for guidance and comfort in dark 
days. Indeed, the figures are even more 
encouraging than they appear, when it 
is recalled that colportage has had to be 
suspended in most of the countries in 
question, and that the spending power of 
the people is much reduced.—The Chris- 
tian.

Jehovah and His Messiah, and the situa- 
tion—closely related to it in point of time 
—when (Matt. 25:31-46) the same na- 
tions are assembled before Messiah’s 
throne, stripped of all weapons of war- 
fare, and are silently waiting the disposi- 
tion that will be accorded them by the 
King. The breaking with a rod of iron, 
the dashing in pieces as a potter’s vessel 
(Ps. 2:9), and the trampling of them in 
His fury have brought down their’ 
strength to the earth (Isa. 63:3, 6). This 
change of attitude on the part of the na- 
tions will be wrought in the briefest time 
and constitute one of the greatest demon- 
strations of divine sovereignty the world 
will ever see. 

The nations are commanded to appear 
before Messiah’s throne and they appear 
without a thought of resistance. Some 
are told to stand on His right hand, and 
they stand; the remainder are told to 
stand on His left hand, and they stand. 
The hour of man’s repudiation of God 
and insult to His Christ is forever past. 
The creature is confronted with his Cre- 
ator. Now perfect obedience is rendered, 
and silence reigns. Though the number 
of creatures is so vast and though they 
have before been so proud of their power 
and independence, their actual impor- 
tance is well stated by Isaiah, “Behold, 
the nations are as a drop of a bucket, and 
are counted as the small dust of the bal- 
ance: .... All nations before him are as 
nothing; and they are counted to him as 
less than nothing, and vanity” (Isa. 
40:15, 17). 


‘ie QUESTION INEVITABLY in- 
trudes as to whether this judgment is of 
nations as entities, or of the individual 
people who comprise the nations. There 
are arguments advanced in support of 
each contention. It is likely that to some 
extent both claims are true. The text de- 
clares that the King judges nations as 
such; yet the kind of service rendered or 
not rendered—food, shelter, visitation—is 
such as one individual might supply to 
another. It should not be overlooked that 
even now, as never before, the nations are 
taking sides for or against the Jew. 
Among those favorable there are individ- 
uals who are anti-Semitic, and among 
those unfavorable there are individuals 
who are Semitic in their sympathies. The 
King alone can and will render a right 
judgment. 

To the nations on the right hand the 
King declares, “Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world” 
(Matt. 25:34), and for this reason, “For 
I was an hungered, and ye gave me meat: 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: I 
was a stranger, and ye took me in: naked, 
and ye clothed me: I was sick, and ye 
visited me: I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me” (Matt. 24:35, 36). Thus a bless- 
ing is bestowed which is based on works 
of merit. This kingdom to which they are 
invited is not heaven; but rather the 
earthly kingdom which is promised to 
Israel.

“For the nation 
and kingdom that will not serve thee 
shall perish; yea, those nations shall be 
utterly wasted” (Isa. 60:12). 


tin AMAZING SITUATION pre- 
sents itself at this point. These Gentiles 
on the right hand, though they have 
wrought deeds so commendable in the 
eyes of God that they are rewarded by 
entrance into the glories of Israel’s king- 
dom, do not know that they have done 
anything of merit. Their ignorance is 
emphasized by the threefold repetition of 
the word “when.” This astonishing situ- 
ation is surpassed only by the fact that 
those on the left hand, though they have 
wrought so unfaithfully as to be shut out 
of the kingdom, are equally unconscious 
of the evil they have done. Their ig- 
norance, again, is emphasized by the 
same inquiry, “When?” 

Any interpretation of this context 
which does not account for the ignorance 
of the people on both the right and the 
left is wholly inadequate. If it is main- 
tained that those on the right hand have 
been morally correct and those on the 
left hand have been morally delinquent, 
the theory fails; for personal morality is 
first of all a matter of consciousness, be- 
ing born of ceaseless effort to that end. 
Likewise, moral failure is so much an of- 
fense against the conscience that none 
will fail to remember its pleadings. If it 
be asserted that those on the right hand 
were saved and those on the left were un- 
saved, this theory, like the other, not only 
fails to account for the third group whom 
Christ declared to be His brethren, but 
assumes that all saved people are saved 
without knowing it, and all unsaved are 
lost without memory of their rejection of 
salvation. Since salvation is of God by 
grace alone apart from works of merit, 
it is absurd to attempt to relate this 
judgment to the destiny of the saved and 
lost. 


These acts of merit or demerit were 
wrought toward those whom Christ 
honors as His brethren. The desig- 
nation “my brethren” might be a refer- 
ence to either Christians or to Israel. 
Christians are sons of God and joint heirs 
with Christ (Rom. 8:16, 17), and Christ is 
related to Israel in that He came of the 
seed of Abraham after the flesh. To con- 
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tend that “my brethren” is a reference to 
Christians is to ignore the Scriptures 
which give assurance that the Christians 
will have been received into glory before 
these hours arrive; and when has it ever 
been the duty of unregenerate people to 
feed, clothe, visit, and shelter the Chris- 
tian? Who will demonstrate that the un- 
regenerate may enter the kingdom by 
any such supposed ministries? With the 
elimination of the theory that “my breth- 
ren” might be the Christians, there is but 
one alternative left. With all Gentiles 
then on earth either on the right hand or 
on the left and the Christians in heaven, 
the appellation “my brethren” can apply 
to none other than Israel. 

It is only as to Israel’s relation to God 
that Gentiles are so utterly ignorant. This 
may be due to some degree to Israel’s pas- 
sive position in this age. However, the 
Bible declares the unchangeable truth 
that Jehovah loves Israel with an ever- 
lasting love (Jer. 31:3) ; they are His elect 
nation, chosen above all peoples of the 
earth (Deut. 7:6; 14:2); theirs are im- 
mutable covenants; they are dearer to 
Him than the apple of His eye and are 
graven on His hand. Jehovah’s promise, 
I “will never fail thee, nor forsake thee” 
(Deut. 31:6), cannot change. Those who 
bless Israel shall be blessed, and those 
who curse Israel shall be cursed (Gen. 
12:3). Were the nations to have been 
called in judgment at any time since the 
beginning of Israel’s history on the basis 
of merit in their treatment of Israel, they 
would have said, as they yet will say, 
“When?” 

How great an opportunity is placed be- 
fore every nation as to its future exist- 
ence and blessing by the mere act of kind- 
ness to those whom Jehovah loves. It is 
true that Israel’s present plight, as broken 
off, peeled, homeless among the nations, 
renders them less attractive; but so much 
the more they need food, drink, shelter, 
clothing, and visitation. “Be wise now 
therefore, O ye kings: be instructed, ye 
judges of the earth. Serve Jehovah with 
fear, and rejoice with trembling. Kiss the 
Son, lest he be angry, and ye perish from 
the way, when his wrath is kindled but a 
little. Blessed are all they that put their 
trust in him” (Ps. 2:10-12).

Questions: (1) Since the sinner is 
dead, how can he repent? (2) Does re- 
pentance only follow salvation? (3) 
Since the word repentance is not found 
in John’s Gospel, does this prove that 
repentance always follows salvation? 


Answers: (1) No sinner is so dead 
that he is unable, with the enlighten- 
ment and help of the Holy Spirit, to re- 
pent of his sins. This is assumed when- 
ever and wherever the gospel is pro- 
claimed (see Matt. 3:2; 9:13; Luke 13: 
3, 5; Acts 17:30). (2) Even the Chris- 
tian sometimes needs to repent of his 
sins (Rev. 2:5; II Cor. 7:8-11), but 
repentance also precedes conversion 
(Acts 3:19). (3) Simply because John’s 
Gospel emphasizes belief is no argument 
against the emphasis upon repentance 
elsewhere in the Word. Indeed, does not 
salvation include that change of mind 
which is involved in repentance? 





THE CHURCH IN THE

Answer: Since the Church is the 
Bride of Christ and since the marriage 
will have been consummated, the Church 
will then be with Christ and will reign 
with Him upon His throne (II Tim.

Answer: If one were to judge by the 
neglect of the Bible on the part of some 
Protestants, he might so conclude. But 
when one recalls the decision at the 
Council of Trent that the Bible be read 
only in the Vulgate, and how later the 
translation of it into English was con- 
sidered a heresy, we naturally conclude 
that the Roman Catholic Church does not 
encourage its reading by the people. 
Naturally, this is true because their way 
of salvation is by the Church and good 
works, rather than simply by believing 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, whom the Bible 
sets forth as the only way of salvation.

PROBLEMS OF SIN AND 
SALVATION 


J.W.S., Coleman, Wis. 


Questions: (1) Since God knew be- 
fore He created man that he would sin, 
why did He proceed to create him? (2) 
When man first sinned, why did not God 
exterminate him at once rather than 
make the final costly sacrifice to redeem 
men? (3) Why did not Christ, as the 
perfect Sacrifice, come and die immedi- 
ately for man the sinner, instead of wait- 
ing more than 4,000 years? 


Answers: (1) God’s foreknowledge 
of the sin of Adam did not necessitate 
his sinning. When created, Adam was 
untried. Only by the opportunity of 
choice between good and evil was Adam 
given the chance to develop. The temp- 
tation was a necessity. The actual sin- 
ning was not. (2) The question ignores 
the purpose God had in view when He 
made man. Adam as created was not 
the end but only the beginning. His im- 
mediate destruction would have meant 
the triumph of Satan and the failure of 
God. That Satan did not triumph was 
because of the provision made by God 
in the slain animals and the coats of 
skins. Man, the sinner, did not have to 
wait for the atonement made by Jesus 
Christ on the cross, but his sin was 
atoned for by the substitutionary animal 
sacrifices offered for him at once. (3) 
All of the animal sacrifices were expiatory 
as well as typical of the Lamb of God 
slain from the foundation of the world. 
Meanwhile, before Christ died, and since, 
God has been calling out from the world 
a people for His name. Only the future 
can reveal and fully demonstrate that 
the purposes of God for His saved ones 
have been perfect and above all criticism 
and questioning. (See also p. 71 in 
Bible Problems Fairly Met.) 





GOD THE SON

Question: Are God the Father and 
Jesus Christ one and the same Person? 

Answer: Only Unitarians, or they 
who are so inclined, are teaching this 
partial truth. While it is true that Jesus 
Christ said, “I and my Father are one,” 
and, “He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father,” these affirmations must be 
supplemented by others in order to ob- 
tain the whole truth. The sayings al- 
ready referred to present Christ as the 
One who reveals the Father. Unity here 
does not nullify duality, for we know 
that when Christ prayed He prayed to 
the Father as to another personality. 
The Trinity of the Godhead is a mystery, 
but not for this reason to be rejected. 
Eternally existent are God the Father, 
God the Son, and God the Holy Spirit. 
Each implies the others. Each is in- 
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volved in every work of God. Together 
they exist and act, not one to the ex- 
clusion of the other two. Because of this 
fact, the unity of the Godhead is pre- 
served and expressed, but not to the ex- 
tent of denying the Trinity of persons in 
the one Being. Christ was eternally God 
the Son, but equally true is this of God 
the Father and God the Holy Spirit. 
Equality belongs to each in every respect. 
Oneness and triplicity are not exclusive 
in the Godhead, as some would appear to 
teach. 





KEEPING IN GOD’S LOVE

Questions: Is man a free moral 
agent? (2) If man is free, has he not 
the power to separate himself from the 
love of God and be finally lost? If not, 
why the injunction, “Keep yourselves in 
the love of God” (Jude 21)? (3) Does 
God force the Christian to obey Him? 

Answers: (1) Our belief is that God 
created man a free moral agent, account- 
able for all of his moral choices and acts. 
Thus did God deal with Adam, and thus 
has He dealt with all of his descendants. 
(2) An unsaved man is free to accept or 
to reject the offer of salvation. If he 
accepts it he is made partaker of Christ 
(Heb. 3:14) , of the Holy Ghost (Heb. 6:4), 
and of the divine nature (II Pet. 1:4). 
Accepting Christ as his Saviour, how can 
such a one be lost? Possessing such a 
nature will such a person desire to thus 
separate himself? Does not Jude mean 
that the saved one is to keep himself con- 
sciously in the love of God? Not that 
God ever ceases to love him and to 
keep him saved. The saved one possesses 
eternal life (John 3:36). “Keep your- 
selves in the love of God,” is one of the 
means of building yourselves up in the 
most holy faith (v. 20). (3) There is no 
compulsion about serving God, hence even 
the Christian is free to obey or to dis- 
obey, but to his own gain or loss. Obedi- 
ence to God is the way of blessing. 





PROPER TREATMENT

Question: How should we treat 
agents of the doctrines of demons who 
call at our doors and endeavor to sell 
their books?

Questions: (1) What is the mean- 
ing of adoption? (2) What are “pre- 
sumptuous sins” and “the great trans- 
gression” (Ps. 19:13) ? 

Answers: (1) The meaning is not 
always the same. In Romans 8:15, Paul 
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contrasts the “spirit of fear” with the 
“spirit of adoption,” such as sons of God 
should exult in; yet, as is revealed in 
verse 23, this relationship will culminate 
in the full proof of our adoption at the 
time of the redemption of our bodies. In 
Romans 9:4, Paul gives their adoption 
as one reason for his glorying in the 
Israelites, although it pertained only to 
separation from other peoples and placed 
them in a position of special privilege. 
However, in Galations 4:5, the word 
adoption takes on a new meaning. As a 
child in the family one does not differ 
from a servant (v. 1). Likewise, when 
we were unsaved sinners we were all 
under bondage to the world, but being 
now redeemed by Christ we have re- 
ceived the “adoption of sons” (v. 5), 
one proof of which is the indwelling 
Spirit of the Son in our hearts, and if 
a son then an heir of God (vv. 6, 7). 
(2) Presumptuous sins are not sins to 
which we are naturally prone, but inten- 
tional, premeditated sins, and are the 
more serious in their consequences. The 
psalmist prays that he may be kept from 
them, lest they have dominion over him. 
If so kept, he is certain to be free from 
“the great transgression.” If we omit 
the word “the” (not required) we have 
simply “great transgression.” However, 
for the unsaved there is a sin that is un- 
forgivable (Mark 3:29). 





THE CURSE UPON CANAAN 
D.E.S., Washington, D.C. 

Question: Why did Noah curse Ca- 
naan instead of Ham? 

Answer: Two interpretations prevail. 
One is that the Jewish word for younger 
son means the little or small son, or 
even grandson. The other is that the 
word simply means younger and refers 
to Ham. Since the prophetic curse pro- 
nounced by Noah falls upon the descend- 
ant of Canaan in particular, it would ap- 
pear that in some way not fully stated in 
the account, Canaan was particularly 
guilty in the incident recorded. Consid- 
erable time probably elapsed between 
verses twenty and twenty-five. In ac- 
cord with custom, this prophecy probably 
was pronounced just prior to the death 
of Noah. 





BAPTISM FOR THE DEAD 
B.D.B., Honolulu, Hawaii 


Question: What did Paul mean by 
baptism for the dead (I Cor. 15:29)? 

Answer: This question has been 
variously interpreted. It occurs in Paul’s 
argument for the resurrection of the 
dead. Why insist upon water baptism 
if the resurrection was a mere dream 
and not a positive fact? Since public 
baptism branded the baptized as Chris- 
tians, they were in constant jeopardy 
every hour, but nevertheless were willing 
to suffer martyrdom for their faith. What 
did this matter in view of the resur- 
rection?

The Jews and Israel, 
Are They the Same? 
(Continued from page 133) 


which it would be absurd to limit to only 
ten of the twelve tribes. In the same 
chapter (v. 35), Gamaliel addresses the 
Sanhedrin as “Ye men of Israel.” 

In commissioning him (Acts 9:15), God 
declares Paul is to bear His name “before 
the Gentiles, and kings, and the children 
of Israel.” Surely God was not excluding 
a part of His chosen people from Paul’s 
ministry. 

Peter declares Jesus was sent “unto the 
children of Israel” (Acts 10:36), and in 
verse 39, He says they were “witnesses of 
all things which he did both in the land 
of the Jews, and in Jerusalem.” 


In Acts 13:16, Paul addresses his audi- 
ence as “men of Israel.” But in verse 42, 
these same people are called Jews. In the 
next chapter (vv. 1-5), again mention is 
made of only two classes, Jews and Gen- 
tiles. 

Again in Acts 19:10, Jews and Gentiles 
are spoken of, although the Jews “which 
dwelt in Asia” would, of course, include 
those from all tribes; and in Acts 21:27, 
28, “Jews” and “men of Israel” are used 
of the same people. 

“Jew” and “Greek” are used for all 


mankind who need the salvation of Christ 
(Rom. 1:16). The next chapter certainly 
deals with the condition of all Israel, 
God’s earthly people, yet they are called 
Jews throughout. The same thing is true 
in Romans 3:1, 2. 

The whole race is spoken of as “Jews 
and Gentiles” in Romans 3:9, also in 
3:29, while in the ninth chapter (vv. 4, 5) 
we are told that it was from the Israelites 
that Christ came, yet He was a member 
of the tribe of Judah. This same group 
is called “Jews” in verse 24, while in 
verse 31 they are spoken of as Israel. 

Paul’s prayer in Romans is for Israel 
(10:1). Does he exclude Judah? Paul 
speaks of himself as an Israelite (Rom. 
11:1), but declares he is of the tribe of 
Benjamin, which tribe was a part of the 
kingdom of Judah. 

Throughout chapter 11, the race is di- 
vided into two classes, Israel and the 
Gentiles, although im chapter 3, this same 
author names the classes as Jews and 
Gentiles. 

In Romans 11:25, 26, the word “Israel” 
is used to designate the whole house of 
Jacob (cf. v. 28). 

The race is again considered under two 
divisions, Jews and Greeks, in I Corin- 
thians 1:22-24. In the tenth chapter (v. 
18) the term “Israel” is used to include 
all who cffered sacrifices at the one God- 


ordained altar; and in verse 32 the race 
is put under a threefold classification: 
Jews, Gentiles, and the Church of God. 
If Israel is a separate group, why is it not 
mentioned here? In I Corinthians 12:13, 
the two divisions, Jews and Gentiles, are 
spoken of as those from whom the 
Church is drawn. 

In II Corinthians 3:13-15, the veil of 
blindness of unbelief is said to be over 
the mind of Israel. But the statement 
must apply to all the chosen people. Paul 
includes himself in the statement, “We 
who are Jews,” found in Galatians 2:15, 
but in Romans 11:1, he calls himself an 
Israelite. 

In Ephesians 2:11-15, the two classes 
from which the Church is formed are 
called the circumcision and the uncir- 
cumcision, or Israel and Gentile. In Rev- 
elation 7:4, we read of “the children of 
Israel’; in verses 5-8, the tribes are 
named, among them being Judah. Final- 
ly, in Revelation 21:12, we read that on 
the gate of the New Jerusalem are in- 
scribed “the names of the twelve tribes of 
the children of Israel.” 

Surely, a study of these passages proves 
that the words “Israel” and “Jew” are 
used interchangeably throughout the New 
Testament, and all other teaching which 
maintains a distinction between these 
terms is false.

THE GOLDEN RULE 
Luke 6:27-38 


Golden Text: As ye would that men 
should do unto you, do ye also to them 
likewise —Luke 6:31. 


Hiding in a dark cellar will not stop the 
sun from shining; it will only deprive us 
of its warmth and life giving power. Like- 
wise the failure of mankind to receive 
and practice the great principles of Chris- 
tian faith does not alter nor weaken them, 
even though it does deprive humanity of 
their blessing. 

It may seem foolish to some to observe 
an Armistice Sunday in the midst of a 
world at war, to talk about the golden 
rule in a selfish world where men hate 
one another, but the fact is that now is 
the time to proclaim God’s solution for 
man’s problems. Then too, let us remem- 
ber that the failure of mankind as a 
whole to receive the truth of God does not 
hinder us from receiving it as individuals. 
Our relationship to God is an individual 
matter, even though we also belong to 
a race or nation. Our lesson presents 


I. A Great Christian Principle (vv. 
27-31). 

The magnificent breadth of this prin- 
ciple of Christian consideration has often 
been lost sight of in argument over the 
detailed interpretation of verses 29 and 
30. Surely there is not in mind here any 
casting to the winds of an intelligent ap- 
praisal of the needs of those to whom we 
give; nor is there any thought of a self- 
glorifying turning of another cheek in 
physical combat. It does not teach that 
our nation may not defend itself against 
those who attack us. At the same time 
we must note that it means much more 
than most of us are willing to read into 
its words. 

What does it mean? It means that in 
the spirit of Christian love we wiil give 
of ourselves and our substance in “large 
handed but thoughtful charity.” It means 
love for our enemies—no small withhold- 
ing even from unreasonable people. It 
means doing unto others what we would 
have them do unto us. It “requires that 
we should sell to others as we desire that 
others sell to us... . that we buy of 
others as we desire others to buy of us 
.... that we talk about others behind 
their backs as we desire that others 
should talk about us ... Are we doing it?” 
(Dr. John W. Bradbury). 

The golden rule is not the gospel. No 
one is saved by living according to it; in 
fact, that is quite impossible apart from 
faith in Christ.

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II. Its Divine Foundation (vv. 32- 
35). 

The so-called golden rules of men lack 
the divine element of grace and are all in 
the negative. Confucius said, “Do not do 
to others what you would not want them 
to do to you.” Others spoke similarly, but 
Jesus, building on the divine love which 
does good to even the evil and the un- 
thankful (v. 35), gives a positive admon- 
ition of gracious consideration of others. 

We are the children of the Most High 
God (v. 35) and are to live in accordance 
with His standards and, what is of equal 
importance, by His grace and strength. 
Even Christians are prone to live as their 
neighbors live (vv. 32-34) until they see 
how much better God’s way is, and realize 
that He gives enabling grace for a daily 
walk in that better way. 


III. Its Practice ‘and Reward (vv. 
36-38 

Jesus has already admonished His fol- 
lowers to love and serve both friend and 
foe. The manner in which that is to be 
put into practice is further developed 
by urging them to be merciful, not set- 
ting themselves up to judge the conduct 
of others, but rather giving liberally to 
them in a spirit of love. This does not 
forbid judging on the part of those whose 
Official duty it is to judge, nor does it set 
aside the exercise of sound judgment 
(Isa. 56:1 and I John 4:1), but it does 
forbid unauthorized and unkind judg- 
ment. 

“But will all this pay?” asks Dr. Brad- 
bury (The Gist of the Lesson) and an- 
swers: “Indeed it will. . .. The measure 
that we use in measuring out to others 
is the very measure God will use in 
measuring in to us. The reason many 
of us get so small a blessing from God is 
that we use such a small measure in our 
beneficences and blessings to others” (see 
Phil. 4:19, noting vv. 15-19; II Cor. 9:8, 
noting vv. 6, 7; and I John 3:22, noting 
vv. 16-21). “One of the most funda- 
mental conditions of prevailing prayer is 
generosity in giving. A stingy man can- 
not be a mighty man of prayer (Prov. 
21:13).” Read these verses with care, 
and they will bring a real blessing to your 
life. 





November 17 

JESUS’ CONCERN FOR LIFE AND 
HEALTH 

Luke 7:2-15 
Golden Text: Iam come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly—John 10:10. 
Physical life and bodily vigor are sec- 
ondary in importance to spiritual life and 
health. Most people do not believe that, 
but it is true. Nevertheless our physical 
well-being is of great importance, for 
it is evident that the spiritual and mental 


side of man can function in a physical 
world only through a physical body. That 
makes it a primary concern of man to 
keep his body alive and, what is more, 
keep it as well and strong as possible, an 
effective instrument for the service of 
God and man. 

With his emphasis on the physical, 
man tends, when sickness comes, to seek 
the help of man in overcoming the diffi- 
culty. Soon he finds that only God is 
sufficient for his need, and God whom 
he has hitherto ignored is appealed to in 
prayer. Men and organizations quick to 
grasp an opportunity to set themselves 
forward appear as so-called faith healers. 
We need to stress the fact that men may 
come direct to Christ, who is concerned 
about their bodies and their health, and 
that they may come without intermedi- 
ary, simply by faith in Him. 


I. The Outreach of Faith (vv. 2-8). 

Three things appear here and they 
each have value and importance. 

1. Action (vv. 2-5). 

The centurion was a good man and 
so kind toward the Jews that he had 
built them a synagogue. (One wonders 
whether a Roman soldier of today would 
show such a spirit.) He was compassion- 
ate, stirred by the illness of a slave. He 
had a need which no man could meet. 
Where should he turn? Someone told 
him about Jesus. Blessed and fruitful 
testimony! He acted in faith and sent 
word to the Master. He acted on his 
knowledge. Let your faith also become 
active. 

2. Humility (vv. 6, 7). 

Socially and officially the centurion 
was far above Jesus, but he recognized 
Christ’s Lordship and knew himself to 
be unworthy that the Master should enter 
his house. True faith is humble. It 
has nothing to do with the brazen com- 
manding of God which some seem to re- 
gard as such a magnificent evidence of 
faith. Watch for the mark of genuine 
and courteous humility if you would find 
men and women of faith. 

3. Confidence (vv. 7, 8). 

There is nothing like this assurance of 
faith anywhere; in fact, Jesus said He 
had not seen it in all Israel. Knowing 
the manner in which his commands were 
carried out within the realm of his au- 
thority and recognizing Jesus as the Son 
of God, the centurion without hesitation 
accepted His absolute power over sickness. 
“Thank God! the centurion was right 
about that. Sickness is absolutely sub- 
ject to the word of Jesus, and so also are 
demons, sea and wind, and death itself 
(Luke 4:35, 36, 39; Mark 4:39; John 
11:43, 44)” (Bradbury). 


II. The Reward of Faith (vv. 9-15). 
First of all we note that faith in God 
brings not only the individual but those 


~ 
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round about him a real 

1. Blessing (v. 9). 

The faith of this man delighted the 
heart of Jesus with great joy. He com- 
mented on it and commended it to those 
round about. The story of it has come 
down through the centuries to stir us and 
stimulate us to belief in Christ. Faith in 
Him brings blessing, not only to the im- 
mediate beneficiary and at the moment, 
but lives on in blessing to others. Do we 
have that kind of faith? 

We also note that it resulted in 

2. Healing (v. 10). 

Faith gets results because it releases 
the omnipotence of God. The young 
man was healed at the word of Jesus, in 
response to the centurion’s faith. 

In the closing verses of our lesson we 
see also the 

3. Raising of the Dead (vv. 11-15). 

The mighty and compassionate Son of 
man met a poor widow from whom death 
had taken her only stay and comfort— 
a young man. She was apparently too 
deeply stricken to even call on Jesus for 
help, but one can almost feel her faith 
leap to His words, “Weep not.” His di- 
vine voice then reached into the next 
world and called the young man back 
to life. The day that had started as the 
saddest and darkest in her life closed 
as the most blessed and joyful in her ex- 
perience, because she had met Jesus. 

Reader, have you met the tender, 
loving, omnipotent Jesus? He wants to 
be your Saviour, Lord, and ever-present 
Friend. Will you let Him into your 
heart? Now? 





November 24 
ATTITUDES TOWARD THE GOS- 
PEL MESSAGE 
Luke 8:4-15 

Golden Text: Take heed therefore 
how ye hear.—Luke 8:18. 

“He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear,” cried Jesus as He taught the 
parable of the sower. Thus He reveals 
the heart of the lesson—that it is the 
hearing of the Word of God, and the 
manner in which it is heard, that de- 
termines the destiny of men. 

One may hear and yet not hear at all. 
Some who imagine themselves deaf have 
perfect hearing, but are so preoccupied 
with their own thoughts that they do not 
grasp what they hear. To be in such a 
state as far as spiritual things are con- 
cerned is desperately serious. Jesus cries 
to you, “If you have ears, hear the Word 
of God.” 

A parable is an earthly story relating 
common things of life to illustrate and 
present heavenly truth regarding the 
spiritual life. Parables are simple, but 
profound. A parable does not need in- 
terpretation, but it does need application. 
The parable of the sower, or rather of 
the four kinds of soil, presents the hear- 
ers of God’s Word as being like four dif- 
ferent fields. 


I. The Wayside (vv. 5, 12). 

Through the fields of Palestine ran well 
beaten paths, so hard from many foot- 
steps that no seed could find lodgment 
and grow. The hearts of men are like 
that, with the world rolling its heavy 
wheels over the roads of their thinking.

Little wonder that so much of the 
Word of God which we do hear is picked 
up by the Devil’s own birds and carried 
away. Let’s break up the hard ground 
of our life’s wayside. 


II. The Rocky Ground (vv. 6, 13). 

Here we have the shallow soil on the 
rocky ledge, where seeds grow like in a 
hot house, but wither when the steady 
heat of the summer sun comes upon 
them. 

Shallow hearers are those who receive 
the Word with joy, are carried away with 
emotional enthusiasm, and seem to be 
most promising as followers of Christ un- 
til the real temptations and trials of life 
come, and then they are gone. They 
are like the soldier who enjoys wearing 
the uniform and marching in the parade 
past the reviewing stand with bands 
playing and flags flying, but who deserts 
his post when his company goes into 
battle. Surely none of us wants to be 
that kind of a hearer of God’s Word. 


Ill. The Thorny Ground (vv. 7, 14). 

The soil was good, the seed found its 
place to live and grow, but no one kept 
down the weeds, and they, as usual, got 
the best of the good seed. 

Note carefully in verse 14 what are the 
destructive thorns and weeds in the 
spiritual garden. The very things people 
in our day most seek—rich and pleasure 
—are the things which choke spirituality. 
Watch them and root them out. 

Observe also that the “cares” of this 
world are the weeds of the Devil. How 
they do press upon us and hinder our 
spiritual growth. A man testified that 
while he had attended church for twenty 
years he had never heard a sermon, be- 
cause he’ was always thinking about his 
business. How about you? 


IV. The Good Ground (vy. 8, 15). 

The harvest comes from the good soil, 
and how it does rejoice the husbandman 
as it brings forth even up to a hundred- 
fold. 

The hearers of the Word who are thus 
fruitful for God are “honest.” They 
listen to really receive help and do some- 
thing about what they hear. They have 
“good hearts’”—a field plowed, prepared 
and weeded, ready to bring forth fruit. 
When they hear the Word they “hold it 
fast”—they are reverent, thoughtful and 
obedient to the Word. Then they have 
the “patience” to grow spiritually. It 
takes patient effort and devotion to do 
that, be sure of it (read Luke 21:19, R.V.). 

In conclusion, we ask, “What then‘shall 
we do—sow only in the good ground?” 
No, let us ask God to break up the beaten 
soil of the wayside with the plowshare 
of His Word. Let us deepen the shallow 
soil, fight the weeds and thorns by His 
grace until they give up. Then let us go 
right on sowing the seed “in season and 
out of season” (read II Tim. 4:1-5). 

In all such labors your heart will sing 
with joy because here and there you will 
be privileged to minister to “an honest 
and a good heart” which will bring “forth 
fruit a hundred-fold” to the glory of God 
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and for the encouragement of His faith- 
ful seed-sower. 





December 1 
AN EXACTING DISCIPLESHIP 
Luke 9:49-62 

Golden Text: No man, having put his 
hand to the plough, and looking back, is 
fit for the kingdom of God.—Luke 9:62. 

Weak-kneed, watered-out, and “sickly” 
religious philosophies and activities have 
no right to call themselves Christian. Fol- 
lowing Christ is not just a sweet senti- 
mental impulse expressed in smooth 
words and formal religious exercises. It 
is a vital, virile, sacrificial faith which 
leads the true follower of Christ to be 
willing not only to die for Him, but also 
to live for Him in the face of opposition, 
hatred, yes, “through peril, toil and pain.” 

Let us put away these insipid imita- 
tions of Christianity which so often mas- 
querade under its name and face our 
time with a call to discipleship which de- 
mands every fine, noble, manly and wom- 
anly quality. The lesson for today re- 
veals that following Jesus (and please re- 
member you are not ready to live for Him 
until you have been born again) calls for 


I. Co-operation (vv. 49, 50). 

The placing of the little child in their 
midst (vv. 46-48) and Jesus’ words con- 
cerning true greatness revealed to John 
that he had been wrong in condemning 
the one who was working for Christ but 
who was not of their party. The true 
disciple recognizes that the man who 
truly loves and serves Christ is to be ac- 
cepted in His name. We may not like his 
appearance, or his language, or his meth- 
ods, or his friends, but we ought to love 
him and co-operate with him. Let us 
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begin to practice that as well as to say 
we believe it. 


II. Humility (vv. 51-53). 

Gross discourtesy, evidently inspired by 
national hatred (the Jews and Samari- 
tans had no dealings with each other), 
was shown toward the Lord Himself. His 
reaction gives us an example of humility, 
for He said not a word against them. The 
true follower of Jesus should expect such 
treatment from a hostile, Devil-inspired 
world, and should emulate his Master by 
showing love and 


III. Patience (vv. 54-56). 

The disciples wanted to show their 
power and authority by bringing the fires 
of destruction upon the enemies of Christ. 
That spirit has persisted in the Church, 
the desire to call the fires of heaven (and 
possibly of hell) to destroy those who 
hinder or oppose us. Such is not the 
spirit of our God and His Christ, for He 
is “long-suffering to usward, not willing 
that any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance.” 


IV. Sacrifice (vv. 57, 58). 

The writer dislikes to use the word 
“sacrifice” in connection with our life 
and service for Christ, for in reality we 
sacrifice nothing which is not more than 
replaced (read Matt. 19:29). But at the 
same time it is true that God does call 
upon us as Christians to hold nothing 
dearer than our devotion to Him. 

Following Christ is more than singing 
glibly or carelessly, “I’ll go where you 
want me to go, dear Lord.” The one who 
starts out with Him is to count the cost 
(Luke 14:28-33). He must expect the 
same treatment as Christ received 
(II Tim. 3:12), and be willing to take it 
gladly (John 15:20; I Pet. 2:21). We 
ought to make this plain to professed be- 
lievers. Tell young people the truth, and 
you will see that they are ready to re- 
spond to it. They are willing to give 
themselves sacrificially for causes of this 
earth—why not for Christ? 


V. Devotion (vv. 59-62). 

It has been said that Christ is either 
Lord of all or He is not Lord at all. Even 
the demands which love may present on 
behalf of our aged father must not be 
permitted to stand between the Lord and 
His disciple. 

Christianity is considerate and cour- 
teous, and our Lord is not here suggest- 
ing any neglect of duties or amenities of 
life. The point is rather that the Lord 
must have first place whatever else may 
call for second thought. 

The blight on the life and service of 
most Christians is that almost anything 
and everything else is allowed to take 
first place, and the Lord must be satisfied 
with second or third place. Sometimes 
one wonders if He is given any real place 
at all in some lives. 

No one who puts his hand to the plough 
in God’s kingdom and then wants to de- 
fer following through until a more con- 
venient season, or who wants to go back 
to “bid farewell” to someone who for the 
moment is more important than the Lord, 
is fit for His service. The way of joy and 
usefulness is the way of full and uncondi- 
tional yielding to Him.

9. Your success in the future will de- 
pend upon your initial approach. I have 
tound it most helpful and encouraging 
at the outset to give my testimony to 
what the King of Israel, the Redeemer, 
the Messiah of Israel, has done for me, 
a hell-deserving Gentile, utterly lost and 
undone and under the bondage of sin, but 
out of all these sins He delivered me. 
Now if the Jewish Messiah could do this 
for a Gentile, He cannot do anything less 
for His brethren according to the flesh. 
My reason for this is that the Jew has 
been taught and has naturally accepted 
as a fact, the idea that whoever is not 
a Jew is a Christian. So, from the be- 
ginning you will impress him with an in- 
disputable fact that not all church at- 
tendants or workers are necessarily 
Christians. This will prove to be a tre- 
mendous asset in future visits. 


10. Since you have accepted the Jewish 
Messiah (Christ) as your Saviour, you 
may say with Isaiah of old, “My sins are 
blotted out as a thick cloud” (Isa. 44:22). 
Thus your sins will never be remembered 
against you forever by Jehovah the only 
hving God, the God of Israel (Jer. 31:34). 
What is more, your sins have been re- 
moved as far as the east is from the 
west (Ps. 103:12). Last of all, you have 
everlasting life because “God so loved the 
world [Gentile and Jew], that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosover 
{Gentile and Jew] believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). 


11. After you have given your testi- 
mony concerning the sin question in 
your life, that it has been settled for- 
ever, introduce the sin question in your 
prospect’s life. However, be diplomatic. 
Suppose you said, “Mr. Goldstein, I know 
that you are a sinner, for God says so 
in His Word.” ‘Truer words were never 
spoken, but you have spoken the truth 
in a very unwise manner. It would be 
best to refer to yourself first in the light 
of Scripture. 


“You see, Mr. Goldstein, I was just as 
Isaiah said of me. ‘All we [Gentile and 
Jew] like sheep have gone astray; we 
[Gentile and Jew] have turned every one 
to our own way; and the Lord hath laid 
on him (the Messiah] the iniquity of us 
all [Gentile and Jew]’ (Isa. 53:6). Ac- 
cording to Isaiah, one of the major 
prophets, from pole to pole there was 
not a man who did not sin. Furthermore, 
Solomon seemed to see eye to eye with 
Isaiah in this when he said, ‘For there 
is not a just man upon earth, that doeth 
good, and sinneth not’ (Eccles. 7:20).” 


If it is possible for you to get an Old 
Testament from a Jewish publication so- 
ciety, it is wise to do so, since the Jews 
have been taught that the Christian 
Bible is different from theirs. Again, if 
you read Hebrew and Yiddish and can 
show the Bible to the person whom you 
are approaching for the Lord (provided 
he can also read it), it will be all the 
more impressive. 


12. When you present the gospel, it is

best to present it from the Old Testa- 
ment. Therefore, familiarize yourself with 
typology, where the person and work of 
the Lord is implied. This may be done 
by referring to the coats of skins given to 
Adam and Eve in the garden; Abraham 
offering up his son, Isaac; the innocent 
lamb slain on that memorable Passover 
night; the one and only entrance into 
the tabernacle of the wilderness; the 
daily sacrifices instituted by the Lord 
through Moses and Aaron, and many 
more. Whenever you present these types, 
never fail to link them with Christ and 
the New Testament. 

13. From the very beginning, plan to 
introduce the merits of the New Testa- 
ment and encourage its reading, because 
its clarifies what Moses and the prophets 
wrote. Some workers msy disagree with 
me at this point. Sometimes this may 
be justified, but only in instances where 
the person approached does not believe 
in the writings of Moses and the 
prophets; otherwise the cbjection does 
not hold. I have been asked by some, 
“Show us the name of Jesus in our Bible.” 
Money was offered me to show anyone 
the name of Jesus in the Old Testament. 
I could not, but I could point out its 
equivalent, Joshua. 

Some have said, “Persuade the Jews 
to read the Old Testament.” The truth 
of the matter is, many of them have been 
doing this for years, and many still do. 
I meet, not often I confess, some who can 
quote chapters verbatim in the Hebrew, 
and can translate as well. Nevertheless, 
they still abide in unbelief. “Until this 
day remaineth the same veil untaken 
away in the reading of the Old Testa- 
ment.” How can this veil be removed? 
“Which veil is done away in Christ” 
(II Cor. 3:14). Bear this in mind, if it is 
possible for the Jew to find Christ

and institutes. He truly waxes strong, 
yet no one could estimate the extent of 
his teachings which must uproot the faith 
of those who grasp his doctrines. 

This conversation was an enlightening 
experience. As I had heard that evolu- 
tion was being openly taught in our 
schools, I enrolled in a science class in 
a nearby college, determined to find what 
was being done with the subject. I was 
not long in finding out. The teacher, a 
young woman of high scholastic stand- 
ing, inserted into her scientific lectures 
such sentences as these: “You do not 
have to believe what your parents be- 
lieved just because they believed and 
taught it to you. You must become in- 
dependent and progressive thinkers. 
There are real religious fanatics who 
would gladly see you burn at the stake 
if you intimated that there was no God. 
Yet who can know? God is only a the- 
ory. He cannot be proved. Maybe there 
is a God, maybe not. I do not know. No 
one knows.” 

Many born again Christians would dis- 
pute the statement that “no one knows,” 
for the Scriptures say, “They shall all 
know me, from the least of them unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Lord” (Jer. 
31:34). 
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This is the type of agnosticism which 
unchristian teachers are able to insert 
into classroom work without protest from 
Christian students or parents. Yet in 
many states there are laws which say that 
no pressure may be brought to bear upon 
the religious thinking of the students. 
Lawmakers are so ethical in protecting 
young minds from religious prejudice 
that they forbid the reading of the Bible 
in the classroom; and yet our children 
(without opposition from the law) are 
told that God is a theory; possibly He 
does not exist at all, and they are urged 
to become progressive thinkers even to 
the point of disregarding the religious 
teaching of their parents. 

With this condition prevailing in our 
schools, religious teaching an unknown 
quantity in many of our homes, society 
at a low moral ebb, and with mod- 
ernism rampant in our churches and 
Sunday Schools, one finds it difficult to 
be optimistic about the future of our 
country, and extremely easy to be dis- 
turbed because of the apparent success 
of those who practice evil. Yet we have 
the promise, “The arm of the wicked 
shall be broken,” and, “The wicked shall 
be turned into hell, and all the nations 
that forget God” (Ps. 9:17). 

However desperate may become condi- 
tions about us, it is the duty of Christians 
to hold fast to the truth. God sitteth 
upon His throne, and He knoweth them 
that trust in Him. Worry and distress on 
the part of believers dishonor an om- 
nipotent God. He has promised to give 
help if we but avail ourselves of it. “God 
is our refuge and strength, a very present 
help in trouble” (Ps. 46:1). “Cast thy 
burden upon the Lord, and he shall sus- 
tain thee” (Ps. 55:22). 

It is time for Christians to claim the 
divine help which is theirs for the asking, 
and through prayer and the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit to lay hold upon Him who 
‘is able to do exceedingly abundantly 
above all that we ask or think” (Eph. 
3:20). “All things work together for good 
to them that love God” (Rom. 8:28) 
should afford peace and consolation to 
those who fret themselves because of evil- 
doers.

We have a hundred schools in 
this county which we are reaching with 
the gospel, giving at least six messages in 
each school.

Word Studies in the Old Testa- 
ment, by B. A. M. Schapiro. 


These three thin volumes, totaling eighty- 
eight pages, were originally published in 
1934 and 1935. We bring them to the atten- 
tion of our readers because many of them, 
no doubt, are not aware of the existence 
of these books. The method followed by 
the author, a_ gifted Hebrew-Christian 
scholar, whose many writings have had an 
extensive circulation in our country and 
high praise, is as follows: 

Beginning with the first verse of Gene- 
sis, the words of each verse are given (1) 
in the Hebrew, (2) in a transliteration of 
the Hebrew, and (3) in the English. Each 
Hebrew word of the verse is then elabor- 
ately analyzed, and this is followed by ex- 
tensive “Talmudical and Rabbinical inter- 
pretations, with notes by the author.” The 
notes are extensive. Dr. Schapiro’s ex- 
amination of just the first verse occupies 
thirteen pages. Because nearly one-fourth 
of the pages of these three thin volumes 
is taken up with introductory matter, and 
many paragraphs of a personal nature con- 
cerning the author himself, the last page 
of volume three brings us only to the end 
of the fifth verse of the first chapter of 
Genesis. 

The entire work will be particularly 
valuable for those who read Hebrew. There 
are some rich things here. Dr. Schapiro is 
a devout believer in the inspiration of 
every word of the Bible. His work is the 
result of years of study. He has gathered 
some of the richest statements of learned 
Hebrew commentators regarding the sub- 
jects he examines. At the same time we 
believe there are many things here that 
will prove of little real profit except to 
Hebrew scholars themselves, or those in- 
terested in Talmudical lore. Thus, e.g., 
one would not dare to preach or teach to 
a modern audience that the Hebrew word 
translated “in the beginning,” being made 
up of six letters, might point to a six-peri- 
od, creation; or that the six alephs in the 
verse (aleph standing for eleph—a thou- 
sand) indicate a period of six thousand 
years.

Livingstone the Liberator, by James 
I. McNair. 


This is a recent number of the Library 
of Classics issued by the Collins Clear-Type 
Press of London and Glasgow. It is a study 
of a dynamic personality rather than that of 
an explorer, and is particularly timely, 
since 1940 is the centenary of Dr. Living- 
stone’s departure for Africa, and also be- 
cause a considerable amount of new mat- 
ter, especially of a personal kind, has 
come to light, some of which, perforce, has 
found its way to these pages. A hint of 
its value is suggested by this quotation: 


“It has been well said that Living- 
stone’s greatest work was not the ex- 
ploration of Africa, but the discovery of 
the African. Before his day the Negro 
was, in general, regarded as a creature 
of a lower order, useful, docile—though 
sometimes unaccountably ferocious, but 
still almost subhuman. Livingstone 
wrought a revolution. He proved by his 
life of unremitting self-sacrifice that he 
rated the African highly, and thought 
him worthy of all he could give. Then 
these same men, bv an act of splendid 
loyalty that compelled the admiration of 
the world, showed that he was right. To- 


gether they lifted the African people to 
a higher place in the estimation of the 
world.” 

This sumptuous, boxed volume is bound 
in rich blue fabrikoid, with gold stamp, 
and ribbon marker. It contains fifteen il- 
lustrations, nine of them striking repro- 
ductions of a group of statuary in bas re- 
lief now housed in the Livingstone Me- 
morial at Blantyre; also several maps and 
index.

The Interpretation of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews and the Epistle of 
James, by R. C. H. Lenski, D.D. 


Professor Lenski’s first volume of com- 
mentaries on the New Testament appeared 
in 1932. The series is now almost complete. 
This, the last one published, like the others 
is a true monument of New Testament 
scholarship. The author is a profound and 
lifelong student of New Testament Greek, 
and all of his interpretations are based 
upon a careful examination of the original 
text. In the second place, Professor Len- 
ski is a theologian of the strictly orthodox 
type, who adheres to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Reformation theology. Further- 
more, our author proves himself to be not 
cnly a sound exegete and a dependable 
theologian, but he is equally gifted in his 
practical applications of the Word as it 
comes under his pen for interpretation, 

This is, we are convinced, the most im- 
portant commentary on the Epistle to the 
Hebrews to be published in the English 
language during the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. It contains an exhaustive defense 
of the thesis that the author of this epistle 
was Apollos. In some places, of course, 
one is forced to disagree, e.g., his interpre- 
tation of that difficult passage regarding 
falling away (6:4-6). Our one major criti- 
cism of the work is that it adheres too se- 
verely to the minutiae of Lutheran the- 
ology, e.g., it finds the sacraments of water 
baptism and the Lord’s Supper in more 
places than most of the greater commen- 
taries have heretofore recognized. The in- 
terpretation of James 5:14, 15 is sane and 
helpful. His lengthy discussion of the 
passage dealing with the works of faith is 
superb. All in all, a great work of exegesis, 
every page the result of long meditation, 
based on rich scholarship, warm with holy 
reverence for the Word of God.

The book appears to be an effort to pro- 
tect the liberal and critical school of 
thought from the devastating blows which 
archaeological discoveries have brought 
against its theories. The author does make 
an effort to be fair and objective in his 
attitude. but his sympathies are evidently 
on the liberal side.

No other resident in foreign lands comes 
into such intimate and perplexing contact 
with hoary traditions and astounding su- 
perstitions as does the medical practitioner. 
This volume of experiences is graphically 
written and absorbingly interesting. Any 
young medical man, or nurse, thinking of 
going out to the Orient for a professional 
career, will thoroughly enjoy these side- 
lights on eastern life, and should profit 
immensely from them.

FALL TERM ENROLLMENT

We are only eight degrees from 
the equator, but we can see snow-covered 
mountains from our patio all year round. 
Mérida is the home of a university, and 
has been a difficult field because of the 
strong opposition.” The letter closes with 
a plea for prayer. 

Fernie W. Naylor ’37, and Mrs. Naylor 
(Maretia Bell ’31), writing from Puerto 
Princesa, Palawan, Philippine Islands, 
give an interesting account of an itiner- 
ary to “some of the out of the way 
places.” It is a record of witness-bearing 
among pagans, many of whom had never 
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before heard of Christ. “During the sev- 
enteen day trip,” wrote Mr. Naylor, 
more than one hundred professed to 
have accepted Christ as Saviour,” and 
adds, “Truly these babes in Christ need 
your prayers.” But this effort at what 
expenditure of physical energy and emo- 
tional strain! For example, “I was about 
to have my siesta,” said Mr. Naylor, 
“when I looked above, and there was a 
large boa constrictor!” Later—“We 
sought a little sleep after an all-day hike 
over the rugged mountains, but this was 
almost impossible for the disturbance of 
the six barking dogs and three crowing 
cocks which shared the room with us.” 
Does not the missionary’s life offer ad- 
ventures which are the moral equivalent 
of war? 


Oliver M. Thomson ’30, and Mrs. Thom- 
son (Dorothy Higgins ’30), located at 
Caixa 102, Goiania, Est. de Goiaz, Brazil, 
are working under the British headquar- 
ters of the Evangelical Union of South 
America. In their recent letter they 
raise the question as to how long will 
the British office be able to continue their 
support. These former students find 
themselves in the center of a command- 
ing influence; crowds of from three to 
four hundred people are found in their 
open-air meetings, and believers are be- 
ing trained to do personal work. 


Harry Owen ’33, and Mrs. Owen (Mar- 
guerite E. Goodner ’32), write from China 
Inland Mission, Chengyangkuan, Anhwei, 
China, of their various activities. At 
Fowyang, Mrs. Owen’s first station, they 
visited Herbert Kane ’35, and Mrs. Kane 
35. Mr. Owen preached there Sunday 
morning “to some 400 people, and was 
told it was a small congregation, because 
the weather was wet!” At Chengyang- 
kuan, Mr. Owen usually preaches to 150 
people on Sundays, while Mrs. Owen has 
30 to 50 at her semi-weekly women’s 
meeting. The women’s work is especially 
encouraging, but it is gratifying also to 
see a number of young men buying Bibles 
and becoming regular church attendants. 
Street meetings are held six nights in the 
week, and tracts are distributed. Thus 
many hear the gospel, and some come 
night after night. Mrs. Owen has held 
two schools for the teaching of the na- 
tional phonetic language. This method 
reduces Chinese writing to a system of 
phonetic symbols, thirty-seven in all, 
which, when learned in various combina- 
tions, enables illiterates to learn to read 
in two or three weeks, as compared with 
the years required for the mastery of the 
complex ideographic system with its thou- 
sands of symbols. In addition to the 
actual instruction in the phonetic system, 
two or three Bible messages a day are 
given. Three fine young women make 
excellent assistants in the teaching. 


C. Kenneth Oglesby ’30, and Mrs. Ogles- 
by ’32 were wounded, Aug. 23, when the 
Doro mission station of the Sudan In- 
terior Mission located in the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan, was bombed. At the 
same time their fellow missionaries, Dr.

Christ, one scriptural incident will suf- 

fice. 

“When Jesus came into the coasts of 
Caesarea Philippi, he asked his disciples, 
saying, Whom do men say that I the 
Son of man am? And they said, Some 
say that thou art John the Baptist: some, 
Elias; and others, Jeremias, or one of the 
prophets. He saith unto them, But whom 
say ye that Iam? And Simon Peter an- 
swered and said, Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God. And Jesus 
answered and said unto him, Blessed art 
thou, Simon Barjona: for flesh and blood 
hath not revealed it unto thee, but my 
Father which is in heaven” (Matt. 16:13- 
17). 

From this bit of narration it is evident 
that the confession of Christ’s true 
identity is not a result of mere human 
knowledge. Neither instinct nor reason. 
nor both together, will make Christ 
known to any man. Such knowledge 
comes as an act of God’s grace in revela- 
tion to man.

In response to many requests from 
worthy charitable organizations, as well 
as city, state and federal agencies, 
W-M-B-I has set aside a ten-minute 
period each week for public service an- 
nouncements. Though the Institute’s pri- 
mary purpose in broadcasting is to send 
forth the gospel, yet because of these 
many requests for co-operation in mak- 
ing known events of public interest, a 
period from 12:50 to 1:00 on Fridays 
has been reserved for public service an- 
nouncements.

W-M-B-I’s October-to-December 
broadcasting schedule, still available upon 
request, lists several changes in fall and 
winter programs. Dr. Quiz, off the air 
for several weeks, can now be heard at 
4:00 o’clock Monday afternoons. Nova- 
chord programs are broadcast three times 
a week: Sunday at 1:45 p.m., Friday at 
4:45 p.m., and Saturday at 4:15 p.m. 

A new program, successor to the Dean’s 
Quarter Hour, is on the air each Friday 
afternoon at 3:45. This broadcast, known 
as Training for Service, brings to the 





listeners by electrical transcription, ac- 
tual class sessions in progress at the In- 
stitute, as well as several other phases of 
Institute life as it relates to the training 
of a Christian worker.
